O’Connell Brothers and J. J. Otto 
Were Others Who Got Money, 
Witness Asserts. 





Substantial sums derived from the 
notorious Albany baseball pool were 
paid to Albany politicians for ‘‘pro- 
tection,” the list including James J. 
Otto, Edward O’Connell, Daniel P. 
O’Connell and ‘‘Ed Corning,’’ accord- 
ing to testimony given yesterday by 
William F, Buchanan before Federal 
Judge Coxe and a jury who are try- 
ing Otto for perjury. Buchanan, 
himself a political figure in Albany, 
was one of the originators of the pool. 

It was assumed that the reference 
to ‘‘Ed Corning’’ was directed at 
Edwin Corning, former Lieutenant 
Governor and former chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee, 
who also served for a time as chair- 
man of the Albany County Demo- 
cratic Committee. Mr. Corning re- 
signed his State committee post in 
1928 because of ill health. Mr. 
Corning declared in Albany last 
night. that.there was no truth in the 
charge as affecting him. 

The ‘‘protection’’ payments, accord- 
ing to the witness, were split five 
ways, shares going to himself, Otto, 
the two O’Connell brothers and ‘‘Ed 
Corning.’* One payment of $16,000, he | 
declared, was divided in the café run 
by the O’Connell brothers in Albany. 


Tells of Division of Money, 


The witness has been Mndicted three 
times for his. connection with the 
pool, once in Boston, again in Troy 
and a third time in Albany. He is 
credited with having started the pool, 
with others, and’ it is said that he was 
“crowded, out’”’ later by the O’Con- 
nell brothers. He testified yesterday 
that the five-way split of “‘protec- 
tion’ ‘payments was directed by 
Daniel P. O'Connell. 

“‘O’Connell said, ‘We'll split it up 
this way. We will take 2% per cent 
and the rest we will divide between 
us,’ Buchanan testified, in response 
to @ question by United States At- 
torney Tuttle. ‘‘I asked him, ‘What 
do you mean, between us?’ and he 
told me, ‘Otto, yourself, Ed and I 
and Ed Corning. We always figure4 
him in, too.’ ” 

Mr. Tuttle did not ask the witness 
who the ‘‘Corning’’ was, although all 
of the others whose names have ap- 
peared in the course of the trial have 
been adequately identified. When the 
day’s proceedings were over, he was 
asked to say just who the ‘‘Ed Corn- 
ing’? was, but he refused to do so. 
He was told that one of the attaches 
of his office had said that it was the 
former Lieutenant Governor but Mr. 
Tuttle declared that this had not 
been authorized by him. He said that 
he did know what ‘‘Corning’’ it was. 

It was suggested that the identity 
of the person would have to wait for 
the cross-examination of the witness. 
George Z. Medalie, ¢hief counsel for 
Otto, said that he @id not know 
whether, in his cross-questioning, he 
would seek ‘to. discover who the wit- 
ness meant by naming ‘‘Mr. Corn- 
ing.” He explained that he did not 
know what person. Buchanan re- 
ferred to because he-had not been 
able ‘to read his mind.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 26.— 
Yale’s students who have received 
scholarship warnings will not be 
allowed to join fraternities of the 
academic department, Dean Men- 
dell announced today as a faculty 
ruling.

Byrd Geologists Sledge 75 Sunless Miles, 
Speeded by Sight of Distant Mountain Goal

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Nov. 26.—The Byrd geological sledg- 
ing party is making better time on 
the last part of the trip to the Queen 
Maud Mountains. They have lighter 
loads and the sight of the moun- 
tains ahead to encourage them. Last 
night they made camp at Depot 6, 
which is at Lat. 83 degrees 25 min- 
utes S. 

Dr. Lawrence Gould, the leader of 
the party, reported that they had 
had no sun for the last seventy-five 
miles of their journey, but that with 
the wind behind them and a 
smoother surface they made eighteen 
miles in a day’s march.

CONGRESS GIRDING 
FOR DRY LAW FIGHT 


Drys Will Demand Act Naming 
Purchaser and Millions More 
for Enforcement. 








INDEMNITY BILLS PLANNED 





Mrs. Kahn and Copeland Spon- 
sor Proposal for Damages in 
Killing of ‘Innocent Victims.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Prohibi- 
tion.is-going to. be a major issue in 
the:regular session of the Seventy- 
first: Congress which convenes at 
rioon Monday. 

The battle, according to all the 
signs, will be under way before the 
session is two weeks old with a 
promise of plenty of fireworks from 
both sides of the prohibition fence. 
It will involve demands for legisla- 
tion to indemnify the families of in- 
nocent persons killed by prohibition 
agents, the proposed law to make the 
purchaser of liquor equally guilty 
with the bootlegger and the appropri- 
ation of millions of dollars in excess 
of ‘past outlays to finance enforce- 
ment, activities. 

Two Major Anti-Dry Measures. 

There will also be te annual grist 
of bills which would make legal the 
sale of beverages of an alcoholic 
content in excess of the one-half of 
1 per cent permitted under existing 
law. 

A woman member of the House, 
Mrs. Florence P. Kahn, Republican, 
of California, is expected to fire the 
first gun with the introduction of a 
bill to make the Federal Government 
responsible for money damages to 
innocent victims of dry agents’ gun- 
fire. 

A bill of similar nature, but apply- 
ing to an individual case, will be in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator 
Copeland, Democrat, of New York, 
who is seeking the payment of $25,900 
to the heirs of Jacob Hanson of 
Niagara Falls, who was killed in 1928 
by patrol officers:along the, Canadian 
border. 

Hard Fight Likely on Sheppard Bill. 

From the dry side will come the 
Sheppard bill to make all who pur- 
chase liquor guilty in the same degree 

as those from whom they buy it. 

“This bill, drafted by Senator Shep- 
pard, Democrat, of Texas, one. of the 
authors of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, has the-support of the Anti- 
Saloon _League and the Methodist 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and.Public Morals. 

It appears probable that in seeking 
passage of this bill the dry~ forces, * 
for the first time-since the ratifica- 
tion of the amendment, will’ find 
themselves with a real battle on their 
hands. Some of the ablest lawyers 
in Congress, most of them advocates 
of rigid.enforcement; doubt the con- 
stitutionality. of this measure..

FRANCE TO OPPOSE 
RATIOS FOR NAVIES 


Ministers Most Concerned With 
Defense Meet to Draft Pro- 
gram for London Parley. 








WON’T GIVE UP SUBMARINE 





Will Contend at Conference 
That Each Country Be Free to 
Meet Needs fer Security.

PARIS, Nov. 26.—Premier Tardieu 
has no intention that France should 
go to the London naval conference 
unprepared and without a policy of 
her own. For that reason he called 
the first. meeting today at the Qual 
d'Orsay of those of his colleagues 
who are most immediately conc*rned 
with the problem of France’s defense. 

Those who took part ffi thig inner 
Cabinet meeting were the Premier 
himself, Aristide Briand, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs; Georges Leygues, 
Minister of Marine; André: Maginot, 
Minister of War; Francois Pietri, 
Minister for Colonies, and’ Laurent 
Eynac, Minister for Aviation. Ad- 
miral Violette, chief of the Naval 
General Staff,’ also was’in atten- 
dance, 

The meeting, of course,.was secret, 
but it is understood that the main 
lines of the attitude which the Pre- 
mier believes Francé should take 


were outlined by him and that a be- 
ginning was made in the discussion 
of technicalities. 


Defense to be Navy Basis. 

It may be said that the French at- 
titude will be, as was that of England 
and the United States, according to 
the statement of Ambassador Dawes, 


for her defense. It was perhaps for 
thet reason that Colonial Minister 
Pietri was asked to attend today’s 
meeting. Having helped to make 
and having signed and ratified the 
Kellogg pact, France considers the 
whole question of naval armament as 
one of défense alone. 

She is reddy to propose at the 
forthcoming conference that the cap- 
ital ship be abolished, and as far as 
she is concerned it is certain she 
never will undertake the construction 
of even that proportion which was 
allotted to her at the Washington 
conference. That question is, how- 
ever, for the London conference as a 
whole, and more especially for Amer- 
ica and England. 

France is concerned only with her 
own defense and the defense of her 
possessions. In “thé defetise scheme 
the navy is only one unit and it is as 
a whole that the problem is being 
studied before a decision is made as 
to the policy to be followed at the 
London conference. , 

However, it is certain that France 
will not, under any circumstances, 
consent .to abolition of the subma- 
rine. _The same argument which M. 
Briand used at Washington is being 
used again, that no one can attack 
a coufitry with submarines, and that 
they are essentially only a defensive 
weapon.

Chinese Flee So Fast Russians Are 
Left Behind—-Japanese Ordered 
to Quit War Zones.

NANKING, China, Nov. 26.—The 
Council of the Chinese Government 
today addressed an appeal both 
to the League of Nations and to in- 
dividual signatories of the Kellogg 
peace pact to take steps to halt and 
punish the Russian Soviet ‘‘inva- 
sion”’ of Chinese territorv. The in- 
vasion was termed a deliberate vio- 
lation of the anti-war pact. 

The various appeals were indenti- 
cal in language and were sent under 
Monday’s date. They declared that 
while the Chinese Government has 
always remained on the defensive 
despite repeated attacks, the Soviet 
Union has without a declaration of 
war invaded China, occtipled Chinese 
cities, and ‘‘massacred innocent Chi- 
nese citizens in cold blood.” 

The note concludes expressing the 
hope the signatories to the anti-war 
pact will ‘‘take appropriate steps to 
stop and punish this deliberate -vio- 
lation.”’ 





Washington He-Cndinatihel:

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The ap- 
peal of the Chinese Government had 
not reached Washington today, and 
the news évoked no special comment 
at the State Department. ;

Prosperity is obtainable by work 
rather than talk, according to a 
statement issued yesterday by Logan 
Billingsley, president of the Bronx 
Chamber of Commerce, decrying 
“everything-is-all-right” propaganda.

Live Stock Prices Continue Unsatis- 
factory—Apples Begin to Move 
in This State.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—General 
marketing conditions showed ‘‘some 
improvement”’ this month, according 
to the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics of the Department of Agri- 
culture, After weeks of depression 
which had dragged downward nearly 
the whole range of farm products, 
there were signs of recovery in grain, 
cotton, dairy products and vege- 
tables, the bureau declared. 

Domestic cash wheat markets were 
relatively firmer, although the de- 
mand was only of moderate volume 
and was principally from mills, as 
export inquiry slackened with an ad- 
vance in prices.

Kansan Defends Senate Against 
Attacks on Its Delay With 
the Measure. 





MIDDLE WEST SUSPICIOUS 





Expects Representation on Present 
“Packed” Committees, Radio 
Audience Is Told.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—A pre 
diction that Congress, in the regular 
seesion, would pass a tariff bill which 
‘‘will afford comparably fair protec- 
tion to agriculture, industry and 
labor’’ was made by Senator Capper 
of Kansas in a radio address today 
in which he defended the Senate 
against attacks made upon it in con- 
nection with the Hawley bill and 
other subjects. 

The Senate, Senator Capper said, 
had been criticized as ‘‘impotent, 
garrulous and unable to function,’’ 
and that worse things, probably, had 
been laid to it, but, despite its faults, 
it ‘‘serves a mighty useful purpose 
in our scheme of government.”’ 

The Senator predicted that the 
Finance Committee, which now has 
no member from the Middle Western 
agricultural States, would be reor- 
ganized when Congress meets to ac- 
ccord representation to that section. 

Senator Moses’s description of the 
insurgents as ‘‘sons of the wild jack- 
ass,’ had not ‘‘set very well’ in the 
West, Senator Capper added. Eastern 
tariff lobbyists were attacked, in- 
cluding Joseph R. Grundy of Penn- 
sylvania, who, he said, had de- 
neunced Western States because 
their Senators refused to stand for 
‘the tariff steal.’ 

Central Western Republicans in op- 
posing the tariff bill as reported by 
the Finance Committee, had been 
consistent, the Senator continued, 1n 
that President Hoover in his message 
calling the extra session, had recom- 
mended ‘‘limited’’ revision, aside 
from changes to be made in the in- 
terest of agriculture. The regular 
Republicans were criticized for their 
refusal to agree to a reduction in the 
higher industrial rates. 

“If half the laws on the statute 
books had been talked to death in 
the Senate, or some other Senate or 
legislative body, the country would 
be better off,’’ Senator Capper con- 
tinued. “Of course, you and I would 
prefer to select the bills to be talked 
to death and the bills enacted into 
law. And we probably would do con- 
siderable talking in deciding which 
ones should be talked to death and 
which ones passed. 

After ——. the blocs formed 
to increase the farm rates and re- 
duce the industrial rates, which ac- 
complished the former and adjourned 
before completing action on the lat- 
ter, Senator Capper said: 

‘‘When we resume work on the 
tariff bill there will be four groups 
or blocs on the Republican side— 
Old Guard, New Guard, insurgents 
and independents. The Democrats 
are not so badly divided. But the 
situation is just this: the Old Guard 
cannot write the tariff bill. The 
New Guard cannot write the tariff 
bill. The insurgents cannot write 
the tariff bill, the independents can- 
not write the tariff bill. The Dem- 
ocrats cannot write the tariff bill. 

“It seems to be that the Senate as 
a whole will have to write the bill. 
Various combinations will be formed, 
but the tariff bill finally written 
will express the composite judgment 
of the Senators. representing forty- 
eight sovereign States. 

“Also I am going to predict that 
the bill the Senate finally writes 
will carry tariff rates that President 
Hoover can and will approve. if 
given the opportunity. The differ- 
ences between the Senate and the 
House over the flexible tariff pro- 
vision and the debenture can be 
ironed out in conference. 

“Another result of the tariff fight 
and muddle during the late lamented 
session of the Senate will be a re- 
organization of the Senate Finance 
Committee. There has long been a 
suspicion throughout the Middle 
West, particularly in the agricultural 
States in that region, that the 
Senate Finance Committee, as well 
as the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, has been ‘packed’ in the 
interest of a small section of the 
country interested in high tariff 
rates for certain industries. 

“The Senate Finance Committee 
at present does not have a single 
Republican member from the agri- 
cultural States of the Middle West. 
Eleven Republicans on that commit-

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 26.—Work 
and devotion to “every-day duties’’ 
were prescribed as the cure for the 
Wall Street slump by Myron C. Tay- 
lor, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the United States Stel 
Corporation in delivering the princi- 
pal address at the annual observance 
of Carnegie Day here today. 

‘Within the last year we have wit- 
nessed as striking evidence of in- 
stability in a nation as could be 
found in any concrete example,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The unreasoning, unjustified 
and highly dangerous mass-action of 
the community in speculation re- 
minds one of a locomotive, driven 
at full speed past all signs and sig- 
nals, headed for certain disaster. 

“Second only to the folly of the 
speculative frenzy that lifted secur- 
ities to levels far beyond any war- 
rant of supporting profits to the in- 
dustry or of yield to the investor, 
has been the crisis through which 
we have just passed, when another 
evil effect of mass psychology over- 
whelmed the nation. . 

‘If there have been false reasoning 
and advice which led the public into 
the initial error of judgment. and 
latterly into its necessary conse- 
quence, the near crisis which fol- 
lowed in its wake, there is to be 
learned from this a lesson of greater 
caution. 

“It is our duty then to buckle on 
our armor and join the forward 
movement with courage and _ con- 
fidence, just as the great founder of 
this institution met the problems and 
difficulties of his career, accomplish- 
ing great ends.’’ 


AIRDALE FEEDS HOUND 
HELD 8 DAYS BY TRAP 


Good Samaritan Dog Carries 
Scraps Into Bay State Woods 
Until Boy Scouts Effect Rescue.

BOSTON, Nov. 26.—Caught for 
eight days with his left forepaw 
jammed in the jaws of a hunter's 
trap in the McLean Woods in Bel- 
mont, but kept alive by the faithful 


ministrations of an Airedale which 
brought him meat and food scraps 
from refuse pails, a mournful-faced 
hound dog, strayed far from his New 
Hampshire home, was under treat- 
ment at the Angell Memorial Animal 
Hospital here today after Boy Scouts 
had rescued him. e 

More than a week ago a party of 
scouts found tracks in the woods in- 
dicating that some animal had been 
caught in a trap and succeeded in 
dragging it off. Later near-by resi- 
dents noticed the hound, the trap 
dangling from his injured paw, limp- 
ing through the woods. 

They tried to coax him out with 
food scraps, but he refused to come, 
and when the food was left on the 
ground a nondescript § Airedale 
promptly darted from the trees, sal- 
vaged what he could and hurried to 
the injured animal with it. The 
game of hide and seek continued for 
several davs, but all attempts to cor- 
ral the dogs failed until the scouts 
succeeded in catching the exhausted 
hound when his companion was off 
on a foraging trip. 

The dog was brought to the hos- 
prs here, where Dr. E. F. Schroeder 
reated and bound the injured foot. 
The animal became an instant favor- 
ite among the hospital attendants, 
who asserted that he had not even 
whimnered when the trap was re- 
moved from his paw und the ugly 
wound dressed. His improvement is 
expected to be rapid, and his master, 
J. L. Munroe of Nashua, N. H., is 
coming down Thanksgiving Day to 
take him home.

The Wall Street explosion, one of 
the city’s worst tragedies, occurred 
at noon on Sept. 16, 1920, at the 
corner of Broad and Wall Streets. 
It resulted in the death of 39 per- 
sons, injured 400 others, caused prop- 
erty damage of over $2,000,000 and 
has always remained a mystery. 

It was generally supposed that the 
explosion occurred in a wrecked cart 
which, with a dead horse, was found 
outside the banking house of J. P.

The first witness called was 
John Denehy, a local civil engineer, 
who identified maps employed by the 
State’s counsel in their presentation 
of the case. 


Sullivan Objected to Deal. 


Mr. Sullivan’s testimony is under- 
stood to have been confined to the 
nature of his objections to the July 
land deal. His objections, as stated 
to the Board of Supervisors and later 
to Mr. Untermyer, consisted princi- 
pally in his contention that the land 
was worth only a little more than 
half of what was paid for it. He 
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— oe ee the manner in ee 
e ansaction was negotiated an 
approved was ‘‘suspicious.’’ 

The session was adjourned until to- 
morrow morning. The A ey Gen- 
eral was represented by his three 
special a age apennge 4 A. Wise 
of New York, Sydney A. Syme of 
this city and Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Thomas Penny Jr. of Buffalo. 
Mr. Wise announced that the jury 
would meet hereafter on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays at 10 A. M.

Taylor to Appear Today.

The nine Republican members of 
this committe, and Sullivan, its only 
Democratic member, appeared before 
the Special Deputy Attorneys Gen- 
eral prior to the meeting of the grand 
jury here today. The Republican 
members were asked to bring with 
them their bank accounts, 

In charging this grand jury, Su- 
a he Court Justice Arthur S. Tomp- 

ins emphasized the importance of 
secrecy. John S. Wise, son of the 
Special Attorney General, who has 
been assisting the State’s counse., 
was stationed outside of the cham- 
bers of the Board of Supervisors this 
morning with a deputy sheriff to 
ward off any curiosity seekers who 
might advance too far. 

It is expected that the jury will con- 
sume several weeks in hearing the 
case and will then direct its atten- 
tion to the charges against Super- 
visor Howard R. Washburn of New- 
castle, who is aileged to have unduly 
profited from a transaction with his 
Town Board.

Port Jefferson Taxpayers Fight 
Extension of Gravel Com- 
pany’s Operations. 








MORELAND INQUIRY HINTED 





Village Trustees Are Silent on Alle- 
gations—Disputes Mark 
Hearing.

PORT JEFFERSON, L. I., Nov. 
26.—Charges of graft and corruption 
and a proposal for the appointment 
of a Moreland act commissioner to 
investigate marked a’ public hearing 
today on an application by the Great 
Eastern Sand and Gravel Company 
for permission to extend its dredging 
operations in Port Jefferson Harbor. 

The hearing lasted for three and 
a half hours, after which Harry 
Payne, chairman of the town board 
of trustees, who had difficulty in 
maintaining order, said the matter 
would be taken under consideration 
and a report made within a few days. 

Opponents of the application held 
that if the dredging operations were 
allowed to continue and the sand and 
gravel companies received further 
concessions, Port Jefferson would 
eventually lose its Summer residents. 
They maintained also that thousands 


of dollars would be lost to the town 
of Brookhaven in taxes. 

Those in favor of the application 
contend that the prospects of Port 
Jefferson Harbor becoming a haven 
for yachtsmen were bright; that if 
the application were granted the 


Federal Government would save $80,- 
yrs which had been appropriated for 
amount ‘on docks and 
yachtsmen; that the $12,000 weekly 
payroll of the Great Eastern Sand 
Gravel Company would be in- 
creased; that real estate would ad- 
vance in price, and that merchants 
would be able to do an all-year busi- 
ness instead of closing up for the 
Winter and moving elsewhere. 

Former County Judge John R. 
Vunk, who appeared as attorney for 
a resident, suggested the appoint- 
ment of a Moreland act commis- 
sioner to investigate conditions. No 
statement was forthcoming as to the 
attitude of the town trustees on the 
allegations made against them. 

Supreme Court Justice Selah B. 
Strong, of Setauket, voiced his epee: 
sition to the application in a letter 
in which he said: ‘‘I do not believe 
that anything could be poise by 
my appearance at a meeting called 
upon behalf of an irresponsible sand 
and gravel company backed by an- 
other corporation with millions of in- 
fluence to give color to a monstrous 
steal which they are attempting to 
perpetrate and to which the Town 
Trustees are apparently committed. 
The only chance to save the bay is 
through the courts and I shall join 
with the people in protecting the 
bay. My family will also protect 
their private ownership rights as 
against all inroads of the trustees 
and their allies. As to the present 
permits, which should be revoked, I 
shall be glad to attend any bona fide 
meeting reaching toward that end 
and will kindly ask you to notify 
me in case such a meeting is ven- 
tured by the Board of Trustees.”’ 

William H. Robbins, an attorney, 
of Bay Shore, who filed the petition 
of 231 taxpayers of Port Jefferson 
and vicinity at a hearing held last 
week in Patchogue, opposing any ex- 
tension of the application, urged the 
trustees to consider the aber paid 
od the Great Eastern Sand and 

ravel Company in royalties; the 
benefit of the company to the town 
and the amount which was being 
paid to the town. He said that the 
price of 5 cents per cubic foot was 
“outrageous.”’ 

John W. Van Gordon, secretary of 
the gravel company, outlining what 
his company had done, said that 
$750,000 had been deposited in Port 
Jefferson banks during the past four 
years; that the workmen had re-

previously untold, and directed him 
to withdraw his plea of guilty.

Agreement of War Ace and 
Loranda Batchelder. 








SHE FLED WITH BABY IN 1924 





Taken Back From Mediterranean 
by Government Order, Count Then 
Being Head of Air Service. 





ROME, Nov. 26 (®).—The marriage 
of General Pier Ruggero Piccio, for- 
mer head of the Italian air service, 
to Loranda Batchelder of New Or- 
leans, which occurred in New York 
in 1920, was annulled by the Italian 
Court of Appeals in Rome today. 

The court held that the marriage 
agreement was not spontaneous and 
that an element of constraint entered 
into it at the time. General Piccio 
is now air attaché at the Italian Em- 
bassy at Paris. 





Marital Career Stormy. 

The annulment of the marriage of 
Count Pier Ruggero Piccio, Italian 
war hero, and the former Loranda 
Batchelder ends a marital drama 
with many stormy episodes. The 
court order 
Countess’s report in 1926 that she 


| had obtained a divorce in Hungary, 


and the reasons named for granting 


the latter never have appeared in the; 
‘ published record. 


The year 1924 saw the climax of 
events since the young girl, a stu- 
dent at the Spence School, and the 
man, who'was about twenty years her 
senior, were married at a notable 
ceremony at the Hotel St. Regis on 
June 21, 1920. The wedding took 
place at the hotel where Miss Batch- 
elder and her mother, Mrs. Julia O.

The bride was 
18 and ‘her husband was said to be 
35, although subsequent reports had 
him somewhat older. 

They had met in Paris soon after 
the World War, when Count Piccio, 
then a Lieutenant Colonel and one 
of twelve living holders of the Italian 
Gold Medal of Valor as an ‘‘ace of 
aces,”’ having been credited with 
thirty-two enemy planes, was also 
air attaché at the Italian Embassy. 
Mrs. Batchelder had _ reared her! 
daughter abroad, but had been in| 
America during the war. The en- 
gagement was announced in Paris.

November, 1923, it was learned that 
Count ‘Piccio, who had become air 
attaché.of the embassy at Washing- 
ton and: then been recalled home to 
take command of Italy’s air forces, 
had sailed without his wife. 

The. Countess filed suit for divorce 
in’ Paris on June 19, 1924: She al- 
leged that her husband had recently 
humiliated her before guests while 
they had been living together again 
in’ Paris, and that on one occasion 
he had beaten her so hard with a 
eane that she required medical at- 
tention. “A magistrate who had 
Signed a separation decree on that 
complaint was alleged to have given 
Countess Piccio the guardianship of 
her baby, but her counsel charged 
that the Count had taken the child 
and jewels. valued at 500,000 francs 
to Italy. 

Counsel appearing for Count Piccio 
argued that the case was out of the 
jurisdiction of the Paris courts be- 
cause the count’s residence on gov- 
ernment business had not constituted 
an official domicile in the city. De- 
cision was deferred. 

On'the following day it was learned 
that the Coynt’s daughter had disap- 
peared from his home in Rome, .ap- 
parently while the case was being 
argued in Paris.

But Washington Does Not Approve 
Items Other Than Demand for 
Reductions In Fleets.

TOKIO, Novy. 26,—The official in- 
structions to the Japanese delegates 
to the London naval conference, 
after being finally approved by the 
Cabinet this morning, received today 
Emperor Hirohito’s sanction and 
were handed to ex-Premter’ Wakat- 
suki, leader of the delegation, and 
his colleagues. 

As already foreshadowed, Japan 
demands a 70 per cent ratio in large 
cruisers and parity in submarines on 
a basis of 80,000 tons, and also will 
request reduction of the Anglo- 
American parity tonnage. 

The instructions begin with the 
statement that Japan sincerely sup- 
ports the objects of the five-power 
conference and directs the delegates 
to endeavor to attain success. It is 
stressed that the empire's funda- 
mental maval policy seeks defense 
and security but excludes aggression. 
Japan agserts that, aiming solely at 
defense of her territory and protec- 
tion of trade routes, her minimum 
desires are a 70 per cent ratio in 
10,000-ton cruisers with eight-inch 
guns, and that she is absolutely op- 
posed to the abolition-of submarines 
and desires to retain her present 
strength in that arm of naval de- 
fense. 

Japan also requests 70 per cent of 
the strongest powers’ tonnages in 
light cruisers and destroyers but 
provides that if the other powers 
concede parity in 10,000-ton cruis- 


ers and submarines the delegates 
have authority to accept a smaller 


percentage in light cruisers and de- 
stroyers. ‘ 

Because Great. Britain. called the 
conference the Japanese. delegates 
will await the British proposals but 
will seek a suitable opportunity to 
propose reduction of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican parity standard in their effort 
to obtain substantial reductions of 
the fleets of both countries,

Call for Naval Cuts Welcomed. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. .26 (#).—The 
demand for naval reduction which 
‘was included in Japan’s program for 
the London conference was favor- 
ably received tonight in well-informed 
circles here. The other points of the 
program were received with mixed 
feelings. 

The general attitude was that the 
whole question, so far 2s the United 
States and Japan are concerned, 
should await the conversations be- 
tween the Japanese delegates and 
President Hoover, Secretary Stimson 
and the members of the American 
delegation when the Japanese arrive 
here next month en route to the con- 
ference. 

American naval circles did not look 
with particular favor upon the re- 
ports that the Japanese would in- 
clude in their program a parity basis 
in submarines between the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan with 
a total of 80,000 tons for each, and 
that the Japanese would ask a ratio 
of 10-10-7 between American and 
British cruisers with 8-inch guns and 
similar ships of the Japanese Navy. 

These two points, it was remarked, 
were considerably at variance with 
the request of the Japanese at the 
tripartite conference of 1927. At 
that time the Japanese said their 
submarine needs were in the ncigh- 
borhood of 70,000 tons and so far as 
8-inch gun cruisers were concerned 
they did not expect any construction

GENEVA, Nov. 26.—France, Ger- 
many and Spain, it Is reliably stated, 
have informed Sir Eric Drummond, 
Secretary General of the League of 
Nations, that they are opposed’ to 
Italy’s suggestion that the January 
session of the Council be held a week 
earlier so as to avoid a conflict in 
dates with the five-power naval 
parley in London. 

Japan and all the other members 
of the council except Britain have 
replied, saying, it is understood, that 
they are willing to side with the 
majority. Britain has not yet an- 
swered, but even if she sides with 
Italy the opposition will still have a 
majority unless some of the non- 
committal members change their 
mind, for the wires between the 
Council members are still buzzing. 

The British position, it is recog- 
nized, will be delicate since by inad- 
vertence, as it is explained here, 
Britain fixed the naval parley for 
the day already. scheduled for the 


Council meeting. It is an open secret 
that London is now loath to change 
the naval date for fear of antagoniz- 
ing irreconcilable American Senators 
by giving precedence to the League. 
t the same time the British are 
loath to seek to peasy the Council 
date for fear of antagonizing the 
French, who have always emphasized 
the League’s réle in the naval queés- 
tion and upon wnose attitude much 
depends in the five-power parley. 
At best it is difficult for Britain, 
simply because she made the mistake 
of bringing the naval parley thus in 
conflict with the Council, to insist 





that the three other Council mem- 

bers, invited.to.the ley chopes be- 

tween it and the Council, especially 

when the Labor Government has so 

frequently proclaimed how much the 
e’s Dp meant to it. 

It, is possible in the circumstances 
that the British may abstain from 
committing themselves on the Italian 
suggestion. There are still rumors, 
too, that an effort may be made to 
solve the dilemma by having the 
Council meet in London simultane- 
ously with the parley. The easiest 
way out, of course, would be for the 
United Sta 
press its willingness not to interfere 
with the League oWpestions. of its 
four colleagies at’ the parley, but 
there: is no intimation here that 
Washington is. contemplating any 
move to clear up the present muddle 
despite the effects the situation may 
have on the naval conference. 

Foreign Minister Briand, in his re- 
ply for France, did not mention the 
naval meeting directly but said that 
when there is a conflict‘of dates be- 
tween the Council and any other 
meeting precedence. should go to the 
Langue since it is a permanent. or- 
ganization with a schedule fixed in 
advance. The German Foreign Min- 
ister, Dr. Curtius, objected on. the 
ground that advancing the. Council 
date would bring it.into. conflict with 
the second Hague conference. It was 
understood here that the Italian For- 
eign Minister, Dino Grandi, had 
sounded out M. Briand before mak- 
ing the suggestion for changing the 
date.

MADRID, Nov. 26.—In an an-

The directorate denied emphatical- 
ly that it had any ulterior motive in 
inviting representatives of all arms 
of the military service to dinner at 
the Palace Hotel here on Dec. 4, de- 
claring it was simply an annual get- 
together meeting. The Dictator’s 
enemies, it said, were attempting 
to insinuate that this dinner would 
be political in nature, as a means 
of strengthening the government, 
but added that the government had 
no need of resorting to such methods 
to obtain support.

HEARS REPORTS ON SURVEY 





Cravath Tells Luncheon Meeting 
New Problem Arises as Corpora- 
tions Become Less Local. 





The first step in carrying out plans 
for the nation-wide study into the 
relation. of .business to community 
charity, initiated last January by the 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search, was taken yesterday at a 
luncheon meeting of the sponsoring 
committee of the survey at the India 
House. -Paul D. Cravath; head of the 
committee, presided. 

It was tentatively decided to hold 
a°national conference of corporation 
representatives and community lead- 
ers next Spring in Washington to 
consider the relationship between 
corporations and social welfare in 
the communities in which they op- 
erate. 

The study is being made by the 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search as an impartial fact-finding 
organization. ‘The same agency in 
1922 conducted a survey of business 
cycles and unemployment for Presi- 
dent Harding’s unemployment con- 
ference. The sponsoring committee 
which has assumed the responsibility 
of drawing conclusions will get all 
the information gathered on the sub- 
ject of corporation relationship to 
community welfare. 

Professor Edwin F. Gay and Pro- 
fessor Wesley C. Mitchell, directors 
of research of the National Bureau, 
read a report ef the progress of the 
work, assembled in surveys in all 
parts of the country. This informa- 

ion, however, will not be made pub- 
lic until the time of the Washington 
conference. 

Mr. Cravath was authorized to ap- 
point a committee to carry out the 
détails, the personnel of which will 
be announced in the near future. 

The purposes of the study were 
further explained by Mr. Cravath, 
who said that charity has no sooner 
adopted the business-like method of 
administration represented in 330 
Community Chests throughout the 
country. than it finds itself handi- 
capped by a new development in 
business itself. 

‘“‘While welfare work remains pri- 
marily a local concern, business more 
and more ceases to be,’ he said. 
‘“‘New style business is non-local not 
only in, management and ownership, 
but in its contacts with local needs.

Elihu Root, honored often as a 
statesman, received recognition for 
a less publicized phase: of-his-many- 


tional Academy’ of Design presented 
to him its President’s Gold Medal 
for ‘‘distinguished services to the 
fihe arts.” ‘ ; 

In his speech of acceptance, the 
man who served as Secretary of War 
under President McKinley and as 
Secretary of State in President 
Roosevelt’s administration said that 
whatever he had given to the cause 
of art and beauty had been ‘‘repaid 
a thousand times by the friendships 
and associations it has given me with 
men of your calling.”’ 

The presentation was made by Cass 
Gilbert, president of the academy, 
before a distinguished audience of 
400 at the Fine Arts Building, 215 
West Fifty-seventh Street.

Realty Men See $13,000,000 
Cut in Value of 70 Skyscrapers 
Under Edison Proposal. 








THREATEN PRIVATE PLANTS. 





Commission te Question Company 
Officials on Inducements Made 
to Bar Individual Generators. 





Seventy skyscrapers will suffer a 
loss of $13,000,000 in value and mil- 
lions. more will be lost to the owners 
of-about.7,000 other office buildings. 
and apartments in Manhattan if the 
submetering of electricity is abol- 
ished, .witnesses. yesterday told the 
legislative commission on revision of 


the public service law. The hearing 
was held in the Board of Estimate 
Chamber of City Hall. 

Nine representatives of property 
owners and submeter service cor- 
porations testified that not only 
would the economic structure of’ real 
estate be upset but the New York 
Edison Company, sponsor of the plan 
to end submetering, would be a se- 
rious loser in the end if it were suc- 
cessful. With one accord the wit- 
nesses, including engineers and man- 
agers of important property, declared 
that all major buildings individually, 
or groups of buildings, would install 
their own private plants rather than 

ubmit to direct service between the 
‘Edison company and their tenants. 

Sloan Promised Rate Cut. 

Large buildings in-Manhattan now 
buy: their current at wholesale rates 
from the utility and sell to their ten- 
ants at rates equivalent to the com- 
pany’s retail charge. . This procedure 
has been challenged by Matthew S. 
Sloan, the Edison Company president, 
who . promised .the blic Service 
Commission at hearings last January 
that electric rates'throughout the city 
‘would ‘be reduced from $5,000,000 to 
$13,000,000 a year if submeter service 
were eliminated. , 

None of the witnesses could explain 
to the investigating commission why 
the Edison Co ny wanted the 
change if it. seemed so certain that 
an influx of private plants would .fol- 
low. One attribu%zed it} to ‘‘short- 
sightedness’’ on the part of + Mr. 
Sjoan and another to his lack of ac- 
qugintance with Manhattan condi- 
tions, since he had only lately been 

omoted from presidency of the 

rooklyn Edison Company. 

“I open my hands and ‘humbly pray 
for an: adequate reason,’’' said Regi- 
nald P. Bolton, engineer’ and presi- 
dent of the Electric Meter Corpora- 
tion. : : 

“I do know that the Edison Com- 
pény will have’ to go out of business 
as far’ as wholesa urrent is con- 
cerned} if submetering is abolished,’’ 
declared; Ralph Dudley of ‘the H. A. 
Curtis Company, submeter, servicers. 

It was also pointed out that until 
the advent of Mr. Sloan the Edison 
»Company' had ‘‘pramoted. and fos- 


ing the installation of private plants. 
Peter Grimm., president of the Real 
Estate Board of New York, repre- 
senting assessed, valuations of $3,000,- 
000,000: to $6,000,000,000, called the 
Saat e in policy ‘‘unfair’’ and ‘‘un- 
ust.’”’ 


Give Figures ‘on Profits. 


Mr. Grimm: submitted detailed fig- 
|ures showing the profits made out 


| of sub-metering in seventy sky- 
scrapers, and explaining how the 
capitalized value of the profits had 
become a vart of the value of the 
‘buildings. Thus, the, Pershing Square 
Building with sub-meters eliminated 
would; annually lose. $31.330, which 
at 6 per cent isa capitalized ‘loss 
of $522,000. The owners in each case, 
he said, would have to make up the 
loss by increasing rentals, but the 
leases now held by tenants would 
prevent an immediate recouping. 

‘For, the great mass of small con- 
sumers,’’' he said, ‘‘the saving of- 
fered by sub-meter abolition would 
be less than $1 a year and the net 
result would be very dangerous to 
the Edisoh company because of the 
intense competition from _ private 
plants. On every side owners have 
told me that thev will install. pri- 
vate plants if they cannot buy : at 
wholesale rates. In the midtown 
érea one isolated plant can readily 
supply an entire block. In this event 
the estimated saving of. $12,000,000 
a-year offered by Mr. Sloan would 
go up in smoke.” 

J. Clydesdale Cushman, president 
of the Building Managers and Own- 
ers Association of New York, repre- 
senting 300 building managements, 
; pointed his similar argument with 
| the example of the Chrysler Build- 
jing, which would, lose $70,000 a year 
‘with. sub-metering abolished. -. This 
; would, mean that the security of 
bonds issued on the building and 
based on. estimated would 
be‘ impaired,-he said. - He declared, 
however, that the Chyrsler structuré 
had. space’ left’ for .a pfivate plant.

His .Letter. to Manning, However, 
Expresses Regret at Leaving 
Chapel of Intercession. 





The Rev. Dr. Milo Hudson Gates, 
for twenty-six years vicar of the 
Protestant. Episcopal Chapel of the 
Intercession, Trinity Parish, at 
Broadway and 155th, Street, was 
elected unanimously yesterday to be 
; Dean of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine by the Board of Trustees 
of the cathedral, meeting in the of- 
fice of Bishop Manning. In a letter 
addressed to the bishop last night 
Dr. Gates accepted the election. 
Dr. Gates was nominated by Bishop 
Manning, according to the statutes 
of the cathedral, at the last meeting 
of the trustees on Oct. 22. He will 
succeed thé Rev. Dr. Howard Chand- 
ler Robbins, now Professor of Pas- 
toral Theology in the General Epis- 
copa] Theological Seminary, Chelsea 
Square, who resigned on Dec. 27 be- 
cause of a: “fundamental difference 
of opinion’ with Bishop Manning 
‘as to the rights of the dean.” 


Resolution Confirms Choice. 


The resolution adopted by the 
trustees yesterday was made public 
by Bishop Manning after the meet- 


ing, and declares: _ 

“The trustees hereby express their 
great satisfaction at this nomination 
and confirm it by acclamation and 
the dean’s term of office shall com- 
mence at a date to be arranged be- 
tween the Bishop and the dean.”’ 
Dr. Gates was notified of his elec- 
tion by Bishop Manning last night 
and, after a meeting with the ves- 
trymen of his church, posted a letter 
to the Bishop accepting the office, 
but expressing regret at leaving the 
church in which he had served as 
pastor for so many years. In clos- 
ing. his letter said: 

‘To have a part under you in car- 
rying forward the building of the 
cathedral thrills me, for the plan of 
this cathedral calls for the comple- 
tion of what seems to me the most 
beautiful and magnificent of cathe- 
drals. The spiritual value of the 
silent influences of such a church are 
too great for finite counting. I value 
the privilege of having a share in the 
erection of such a shrine. 

“T hope you will pardon me for 
saying that of all privileges and op- 


tion our long and intimate friend- 
ship, and of again working with you 
as I did in the past.”’ 


Fourteen Trustees Present. 


Fourteen of the twenty-one trustees 
of the cathedral were present at 


the meeting yesterday, forming a 
quorum. No other business, other 
than the election and some routine 
| matters concerning the construction 
ef the new building, was discussed, 
according to the Bishop. In a per- 
sonal statement, following the meet- 
ing, he said: 

“I believe that the action of the 
board in electing Dr. Gates, taken 
| with such satisfaction and unanimity, 
will meet with universal approval. I 
have received numerous messages of 
congratulation and approbation since 
he was nominated for the office.’’ 
| Dr. Gates is the only clergyman in 
| the diocese of New York who was a 
|member of the joint commission of 
ithe Episcopal Church for the revision 
of the Book of Common Prayer, re- 
cently completed. Some years ago he 
declined election as Bishop of Cuba. 
He was born in Gardner, Mass., June 
29, 1866, and was graduated from 
Amherst College in 1886 and from the 
General Seminary in 1889. He was 
ordained a deacon in that year, and 
advanced to the priesthood a year

HONORS HERE AWAIT 
WAR DEAD ON ARRIVAL 


Seventy-five Bodies From Rassia 
Are Due Here on the President 
Roosevelt Tomorrow. 


From. unmarked, shallow graves in 
the Dvina River Valley and in. the 
province of Archangel, in North Rus- 
sia, where they were buried eleven 
years ago, the bodies of seventy-four 
American war dead who fell in the 
Russian campaign of 1918-19 will be 
returned to their native land..when 
the President Roosevelt of the United 
States Lines docks at Hoboken to- 
morrow. Another body, that of the 
only Japanese to fight under the 
American flag in the Archangel area, 
will receive equal honors and will be 
buried in the Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

The plans for the reception, being 
sponsored by the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, the American Legion and 
the Polar Bear Association, have 
been complicated by messages from 
the President Roosevelt..which indi- 
cate that, due to fierce North Atlan- 
tic gales, she has been delayed and 
may not reach Quarantine until after 
sunset. 

According to present plans, the liner 
will be met at Ambrose Light by the 
United States destroyer Kane and a 

roup of nine army planes from 

itchel Field, and escorted up the 
bay. At Quarantine representatives 
of the reception committees will 
board the liner from the municipal 
tug Macom. William F. Deegan, 
Tenement House Commissioner, rep- 
resenting Mayor Walker, will place 
a wreath on one of the coffins.

ANDERSON TAKES POST 
AS PRESIDING BISHOP 


Chicago Episcopal Leader in 
Address Here Asks for 
United Support. 








The Right Rev. Charles Palmers- 
ton Anderson, Bishop of Chicago, 
formally assumed yesterday the du- 
ties of Presiding Bishop of the Epis- 
copal Church as successor to the late 
Bishop John Gardner Murray of Bal- 
timore. He was elected Nov. 13 to 
serve the remaining two years of 
Bishop Murray’s six-year term. 

The ceremonies were held in the 
Church Missions House, 281 Fourth 
Avenue, where Bishop Anderson ad- 
dressed the Bishops, clergy and laity 
of the church, invoking the aid of 
every element within the com- 
munion. He paid tribute to the 
memory of Bishop. Murray and 
stressed the precedence which re- 
ligion must take over organization, 
buildings and money in the work 
of the Church. 

“Bishop Murray stood for the 
whole Church,” said Bishop Ander- 
son. ‘“‘He had ‘no geographical or 
ecclesiastical prejudices, The Church 
at home and the Church abroad 
shared equally in his tender solici- 
tude. Every part of the Church 
knew that it could count on the love 
and loyalty of its chief Bishop. 

“The Church cannot carry on a 
nation-wide and world-wide enter- 
prise with many laborers and many 
agencies in many fields without ef- 
ficient organization and large sums 
of money, but organization and 
money and buildings are only a 
means to an end. It cannot be said 
too often that the main concern of 
the Church is religion.’ 

Bishop Anderson left fer Chicago 
last night after a day of consulta- 
tion with officials of the National 
Council of the Church.

The decision, in answer to the plea 
recently made by the officials of the 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
Metropolitan Golf Associations that 
they be permitted to pay the ex- 
penses of their representatives to the 


Lesley Cup matches, was sent out in! 
the form of a letter addressed to the | 


member clubs of the U. 8. G. 

None of the associations rete cain 
ed at the hearing on the question 
conducted the executive commit- 
tee of the S. G. A. early in the 
month is mentioned in the letter. | 
Attention merely is called to the re-| 
quest for an amendment to the rules 
concerning amateur ‘status and. the 
reasons’ for ‘its denial. 


Reasons Are Outlined. 


These réasons are given in the fol- 
lowing paragraph, quoted verbatim 
from the letter: . 

“The committee believes that the 
best interests of the game require 


atrict enforcement of the present 
amateur rules and -not the creation 
of further exceptions, To allow the! 
payment of team expenses by all) 
State, sectional and district associa- 
tions, in. whatever competitions they 
may desire, it is believed is merely 
opening the door to extinguishing 
the amateur rule entirely. Experi- 
ence in sports has’shown that to per- 
mit generally the payment of ex- 
penses has led to conditions which 
are unsatisfactory. 

‘The proposed amendment and its 
resulting extension to all forms of 
team competitions might easily tend 
toward commercializing the sport 
and encourage a group of players 
whose sole activity might be that of 
playing on golf teams throughout the 
country’ h ‘expenses: paid. The 
committee does not —_ that am- 
ateur golf competitions, be 4 teams or 
otherwise, require a subsidy, or that 
the development of the game in this 
country demands or requires the 
creation of a class of paid golfers.”’ 


Exceptions Pointed Out. 


Attention is called to the fact that 
the association’s policy has been. not 
to allow the expenses of an amateur 
golfer to be paid or contributed to 


$a connection with competitions of 
exy kind except the alker Cup 
matches, toward which the associa- 
tlon contributes; the public links 
championship, in which there is a 
stipulated allowance for expenses of 
contestants, and the college golf 
teams, whose expenses are borne by 
college athletic associations. 

The Massachusetts, Philadelphia 
and Metropolitan associations sent 
representatives to the November 
meeting of the executive committee 
of the U. S. G. A. asking for an- 
other exception that would permit 
them to pay the expenses of their 
representatives to the Lesley Cup 
competitions. 

It was pointed out that there al- 
ready were three exceptions to the 
Tule, that the exception they were 
asking for would preven’ subterfuge 
and thus aid in enforcement of

Toronto scored its first victory of 
the National League Hockey season 
last night by getting a 4 to 3 decision 
over the New York Rangers in Madi- 
son Square Garden in. a elose hard 
game which became a long series of 
pell-mell scrimmages before the final 
gong sounded. 

Eleven thousand spectators who 
came to cheer the Rangers into first 


place, their prize if they had man- 
aged to topple Toronto, kept the 
Garden's echoes working overtime 
throughout most of the second and 
third periods. The 2—2 tie when two 
periods were played was smashed by 
a Toronto stampede at the start of 
the last period, with Charlie Con- 
acher, junior brother of the Ameri- 
cans’ leader, punching the net in 


The Rangers stormed in bulk up 
the ice in an effort to tie the score, 
leaving their defense undermanned, 
and in 13:06 Ace Bailey, individual 
high-scorer of the league last sea- 
gon, swept in the fourth Toronto 
foal on a pass from Red Horner. 

Strong defense by this same Hor- 
ner and rapid checking back by the 
ethers Leafs averted Ranger scor- 
‘ng until 17:46. Overzealous defense 
sent Conacher and Day off the ice 
gn the Rangers, using their 6 te 

man-power advantage, surrounded 
net, with Bun Cook taking 
“fe ucher’s forward pass and lifting 
‘tne puck over Chabot’s shoulder into 
the net. 


Mad Swirl of Players. 


The remaining two minutes was a 
mad swirl of blue and white jerseys, 


with the crowd shrieking its appeal 
for a tying score. The entire cast of 
Rangers deserted their own territory 


and swarmed at the Toronto goal. | 


Deft emergency poking and sturdy 
body-checking by the Horner-Day 
combination kept the Maple Leaf 
goal line safe until the last Ranger 
drive was halted at the blue line by 
the final bell. 

Temporary incapacitation of Leo 
Bourgault provided the Leafs with 
their big chance. The local defense 
man stopped the puck with his left 
eyebrow near the close of the sec- 
gnd period and was rushed to the 
7liressing room, where five stitches 
were taken. Before he returned to 

he ice, five minutes after the third 
@eriod- started, the Toronto attack 
had recorded the goal that put them 
ahead, 3 to 2. 

The Leafs scored twice in the first 
period before the Rangers could find 
the net. Day counted in 13:18, with 
Horner passing to him. Then Eric 
Pettinger followed up a Conacher 
shot and caught its rebound off 
Roach’s chest to slide the puck past 
the local gate-keeper. The only 
Ranger score of the period was a 
goal by Bill Cook in 18:49, with 
Boucher assisting. 


Second String Line Scores. 


The second period, the hardest 
fought of the three, featuring a 
dozen penalties, involved only one 
goal. The second-string Ranger line 

did the deed, Paul Thompson swish- 
ing the puck around behind the net 
and Murray Murdoch slapping it 
home for the goal that sent the teams 
into the last period owning two goals 
each. 

The saves stood 15 to 12 in the 
first period and 14 to 11 in the sec- 
ond, with Chabot leading Roach. In 
the last period Roach had 12 and 
Chabot 11.

BREEZING THRU IS BEATEN 





Gains Early Lead in Bell Grove, but

BOWIE, Md., Nov. 26.—A favorite 
had to equal the track record in or- 
der to win today, and at that he had 
none too much to spare, being a 
scant length to the good. The colt 
was the Sagamore Stable’s Balko, 
and he was first in the Georgetown 
Purse, running the six furlongs in 
1:11, time which equals the track 
record, established by Prince of 
Wales and later equaled by Poly. 
Back of Balko finished Sandy and 
Gun Royal, the latter the early lead- 
er. Then came the five others. 

Racing statistics show that about 
40 per cent of favorites win year in 
and year out, and it can be seen how 
far off the public choices have been 
at this meeting as the percentage is 
about 15, with eight days of the meet- 
ing history and four yet to go. 

Only one of many odds-on choices 
has won, and that as far away as 
the opening day. 

The shortest seiced favorites of the 
meeting went to the post in the Bell 
Grove Purse, run just before Balko’s 
race, when E. R. Bradley’s Breezing 
Thru closed at 3 to 10. 


Breezing Thru Stands Out. 


Breezing Thru is the 2-year-old 
youngster that has shown speed and 
stamina here and at Pimlico and had 
two decisive victories back of him. 
Against a field of six ordinary juve- 
niles he appeared a stand-out. After 
running like the wind for six of the 
seven furlongs, always many lengths 
in front of the others, he stopped 
dead and finished out of the money. 
J. P. MceGovern’s Hacky H. was the 
winner by a nose over Plucky Play, 
with We Dun It third and Breezing 
Thru fourth. 

With that kind of a set-up there 
was a good deal of trepidation in 
backing Balko, as such short-priced 
favorites as Tollan, Coin Collector, 
Starference, Black Mammy and Vic- 
torian had gone down to decisive de- 
feat on other days and Breezing 
Thru’s downfall left the form play- 
ers weak and wabbly. But Balko was 
to come through in amazing style. 

He carried 113 pounds and broke 
about the middle of the field. Gun 
Royal was in the lead, Sandy second, 
Port Harlem third and Balko fourth. 
There was enough speed ahead of 
Balko to cause plenty of trouble, and 
so it proved. The run around the 
bend was made with Balko still far 
from the van, although it was ap- 
parent that he was full of run. Gun 
Royal set a rattling pace, but at the 
top of the stretch Balko went to him 
with a rush. 


Balko Slows at End. 
In the stretch run, the son of Omar 
Khayyam and Rahu drew away from 
the others and had daylight showing 


‘for a brief moment. But the terrific 


pace told and Balko slowed at the 
end and just managed to get over 
the line, a winner by a scant length 
from Sandy. The fractional times of

The most interesting stake was the 
ogee all age stake for any variety 
oO. hg spaniel, open to the 
worl There were nineteen spaniels 
of different varieties competing, and 
the springer spaniel predominated. 

However, the winner of the stake 
was the well-known cocker spaniel 
Rowcliffe War Dance, bred, owned 
and handled by Mrs. A R. Moffit 
of Poughkeepsie. The boas turned in 
an excellent performance. He was 
by far the smallest dog in the stake 
and is red and white in color. In 
the opinion of the judges, his work 
was outstanding. 


Pronounced Hunting Instinct. 


War Dance is a spaniel of a pro- 
nounced bird hunting instinct, works 
his ground thoroughly, has a mar- 
velous nose and is under control at 
all times, 


A wise old pheasant worked ahead 
of War Dance some distance down 
a stone wall. The pheasant crossed 
the wall and War Dance picked up 
his scent, made a cast back and 
picked up his trail down the other 
Side of the stone wall and routed 
him down the other side fully 100 
yards. War Dance made a quick 
find and retrieved him as quick!y 
as could be expected of a dog of his 
size with as large a pheasant.

the old standbys, who have never 
failed to go the limit in seasons past, 
were missing. 

E. Roland Harriman, president of 
the Trotting Horse Club of America 
and proprietor of the Arden Home- 
stead Farms near Goshen, N. Y., was 
one of the liveliest of the bidders, 
purchasing three yearlings from the 
large consignment of the Walnut 
Hall Farm. One hundred and forty- 
two head were disposed of during 
the morning, afternoon and evening 
sessions for a total of $90,015, or an 
average of $634 a head. 


Yearling Brings Top Price. 


High bid of the afternoon and the 
day was $4,200, paid by John A. Pil- 
gard of Hartford, Conn., one of the 


best-known followers of the light 
harness horse, for After Glow, a 
yearling from the Walnut Hall Farm. 
This colt is a chestnut and a son of 
Guy Axworthy, out of Worthy Spirit. 

Walter Cox, the veteran trainer and 
owner, was a big supporter of the 
bidding on the Walnut Hall Farm 
yearlings and took down six, paying 
the second highest price of the day 
when he secured Topknot, also a bay 
colt by Guy Axworthy, but the dam 
of which was Judson Girl. The price 
was $4,100.

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REFUSING BUT DOING. 


President Hoover’s Armistice Day 
speech found echoes in an address 
Gelivered shortly afterward at Ox- 
ford by General SMUTS. The former 
is the head of the most powerful 
nation in the world, while the latter 
is now only the leader of the Opposi- 
tion in South Africa. But both are 
men of unusual mental vigor and 
grasp. As it happens, both of them 
were discussing the same questions 
almost at the same time. General 
SMUTS abounds in the ideas of the 
President, so far as these relate to 
the prevention of war by getting rid 
of competition in armaments and by 
supporting: means for the peaceful 
settlement of international disputes. 
Mr. Hoover, however, appears to be 
a little more confident than the 
other in regard to the efficiency of 
the Kellogg treaty renouncing war 
altogether. General SMUTs is of the 
opinion that some kind of supple- 
mentary ‘agreement is necessary, 
in. order to make sure that no 
nation could violate that treaty with 
impunity. 

He is, of course, perfectly aware 
that the United States has refused, 
and probably would refuse again, to 
pledge itself to resort to enforcing 
“sanctions” in a case of that kind. 
But he thinks that this. country 
might at least promise to consult 
with the’ others in the event of such 
an emergency. And he thinks that he 
finds warrant for this hope in two 
treaties which the United States 
Government has already signed and 
ratified. One of them is the Naval 
Limitation Treaty signed'at Wash- 
ington in 1922, of which Article 
XXII provides that in certain con- 
tingencies the contracting Powers 
“shall consult together with a view 
to agreement.” .Still: more apposite 
to the argument of General SMUTS 
is the four-Power treaty signed Dec. 
13, 1921, between the United States, 
England, France and Japan relating 
to their dominions in the Pacific 
Ocean. One of its articles provided 








’ for “a joint conference” to pass 
: upon any controversy, which might 
' arise and which could not be “ satis- 


factorily settled by diplomacy.” Still 


- more to the point is Article Il, which 
. recites: 


If the said rights are threatened 
by the aggressive action of any 
other Power, the High Contracting 
Parties shall communicate with one 
another fully and frankly in order 
to arrive at an understanding as 
to the most efficient measures to 
be taken, jointly or separately, to 


meet the exigencies of the particu- |

This is the sort of addendum which

CITY CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 


With the fusion campaign expen- 
ditures of 1917 in mind, the sums 
officially disbursed to re-elect Mayor 
WALKER in 1929 seem modest. In 
the Mitchel re-election campaign 
the two committees charged with 
his affairs reported a joint outlay 
of $604,323, This was challenged; 
there was a legislative and grand 
jury investigation; four prominent 
Mitchel supporters were indicted; 
and the grand jury fixed the total 
expenditure for the Mayor at “the 
astounding total of $1,610,862.” This 
year the Democratic County Com- 
mittees and the Citizens’ Committee 
together accounted for a disburse- 
ment of $385,935. This amount is 
related to an electorate of 1,416,589, 
so that the expenditure represen 
about 26 cents per voter. 

In 1917 the electorate was but 
642,451, so that the fusion forces 
spent either the 94 cents per capita 
which their statement revealed or 
the $2.50 per voter charged by the 
grand jury. Comparison between 
either of these figures and Mr. 
WALKER’S 26 cents of this years sug- 
gests better conditions in New York 
City politics and at first glance 
seems to crown Tammany with vir- 
tue’s diadem. On the other hand, it 
may, be pointed out that the Demo- 
crats in 1929 were confident of vic- 
tory from the outset, while the 
Mitchel committees were cngaged in 
a desperate struggle of the kind that 
always invites reckless spending. In 
consequence, Boss MURPHY, who had 
spent but $122,824 (or 19 cents per 
voter) for the successful Hylan cam- 
paign, said many sarcastic things 
about reformers in politics. But two 
other candidates in the field—HILL- 
QUIT and BENNETT—were aiding the 
general Hylan cause more than dol- 
lars, and Europe’s war hatreds were 
echoed among the local masses. 

Against the $385,935 officially ex- 
pended for Mayor WALKER this year 
is set the disbursement of $215,150 
for Mr. LA GUARDIA. It represents 
15 cents per voter, not high—pbut 
not exactly poverty. Yet Mr. La 
GUARDIA’S expenses were far below 
the fusion standard (official or 
grand jury) of 1917 and not much 
more than half Mayor WALKER’s. 
There is satisfaction in that reflec- 
tion for him and for his treasurer, 
Alderman JOSEPH CLARK BALDWIN 
3d, which may help to console them 
for their deficit of $98,971—the dif- 
ference between the receipts of 
$116,179 and expenses. That deficit: 
stands for disappointed hopes that 
our Italian population would liber- 
ally contribute to the cause of an 
ethnic brother, 





JERSEY CITY PIERS. 


The Port Authority is charged 
primarily with the development of 
the comprehensive plan for the im- 
provement and coordination of all 
the transportation and terminal fa- 
cilities which go into the making of 
the Port of New York: trunk lines 
and belt lines, tunnels and bridges, 
docks and warehouses. It acts as 
the ‘common agency of the two 
States separated by the Hudson 
River. It must also work in close 
cooperation with the various munic- 
ipalities of the district. It is explic- 
itly enjoined, for example, to “ ren- 
“der such advice, suggestion and 
“assistance to all municipal offi- 
“cials as will permit all local and 
“municipal port and harbor im- 
“ provements, so far as practicable, 
“to fit in with said plan.” The 
Authority is about to embark on the 
first cooperative venture of this kind 
on a large scale. It has accepted 
the invitation of Mayor HAGUE to 
build four great piers on the Jersey 
City waterfront as a part of a ma- 
rine terminal which is to include a 
marginal railway, a new waterfront 
highway and a marine basin. i 

The New Jersey waterfront has 
several recognized advantages, nat- 
ural as well as artificial. It is 
served by six of the thirteen trunk- 
line railroads that enter the port 
district. It is nearer Manhattan 
than Newark Bay or Staten Island 
or Jamaica Bay. There are com- 
paratively few tortuous channels to 
be encountered in approaching the 
piers, which are readily accessible 
to ocean shipping. The engineers of 
the Regional Plan Committee, sur- 
veying the port in order to discover 
how much of the waterfront was 
still available and what parts of it 
offered the best opportunity for 
early development, listed these as 
some of the arguments in favor of 
developing the strip of shore along 
the upper bay in the vicinity of 
‘Bayonne; they apply with similar 
force to the project for the improve- 
‘ment of the “Little Basin” area in 
Jersey City. Mayor, HaGuE speaks 
of this plan as one of the “ dreams” 


lof his official life. He thinks that 


its realization will attract to the Jer- 
sey side the great liners, now build- 
ing, for which New York has so far 











pierhead line. It will do better to 
emulate J y-City’s enterprise than. 
to envy it: to set about building for 
Manhattan 1,000-foot piers. That 
these fit in with the plans of the Re- 
gional Plan Committee and have re- 
ceived the endorsement of the Port 
Authority speak’ well for economic 
soundness. The announcement comes 
at a peculiarly opportune time for 
the Port Authority as evidence 
that that‘ body, which has been 
the butt of considerable criticism 
across the Hudson lately, is work- 
ing not merely for the furtherance 
of Manhattan ambitions ‘but for the 
development of the port as a whole. 





‘ INGRATITUDE. 

If the country took advantage of 
its‘opportunities, it heard week after 
week from the chief friends-of the 
farmer in the Senate that agricul- 
ture was in dire distress; that it had 
been “ betrayed”; that in removing 
or trying to remove the inequality 
between indugtrial and farm protec- 
tion, in scattering duties with a 
smiling hand over the products of 
orchard, garden, vineyard, dairy and 
henhouse, the agrarian alliance was 
seeking to rescue an almost dying 
victim. Hard must be the heart of 
the wretch that could stay unwrung 
through that long procession of 
woes pictured by Mr. BROOKHART, 
Mr. BorAu, Mr. NYE, by a whole 
squad of statesmen who threw away 
their party labels to avert bucolic 
ruin. As Senator NORBECK asked: 
“If the American farmer is to dis- 
“ continue his production, what is he 
“ going to do?” 

It is surprising to learn from the 
chiefs of four national farmers’ or- 
ganizations consulted by Mr. HOOVER 
that the farmer is doing and is go- 
ing to do well. Confidence has in- 
creased. Morale has improved and 
is now higher than it has been for 
several years. Save in regions of 
short crops, the condition of agri- 
culture is more favorable. Income 
and buying power are greater this 
very year of 1929, so dark on the 
farm, according to the distressed 
helpers at Washington. Agricultural 
prices have begun to recover from 
the reflex of the decline on the 
Stock Exchange. The work of the 
Federal Farm ‘Board in stabilizing 
prices of farm products is acknowl- 
edged to be helpful. , 

Representatives of the farm asso- 
ciations propose Federal aid to build 
roads for the benefit of farmers not 
situated on the: great highways. 
They propose the lowering by the 
government credit agencies of the 
interest on farm securities. What- 
ever be thought of it, these are the 
main additional means on which 
they depend for giving the farming 
industry equality with the manufac- 
turing. Of the talisman so dear to 
the Senate Columellas and Varros, 
the production of equality by jack- 
ing up the rates on farm stuff and 
pruning those on industries that 
haven't sufficient local “ pull” to de- 
flect the sternness of the august 
equalitarians, not a word! 

It is conceivable that the organi- 
zations of farmers know what the 
farmers need and want better than 
the farm relief corps of the Senate 
knew; but after acres of paper have 
been planted with the secds of the 
one and only staple of farm equal- 
ity, isn’t it ungrateful of the to-be- 
relieved not to throw a sop of 
thanks, or even of recollection, at 
the phalanx of relievers that ex- 
hausted itself in their behalf? 





AIRPLANE ACCIDENTS. 


In ‘the death of Lieutenant CUDDI- 
HY while testing a new British fight- 
ing plane the navy has lost an 
aviator whose exploits in the air 
marked “him as among the most 
skillful. He had been an honor stt- 
dent at Annapolis, and since becom- 
ing a naval aviator in 1921 he had 
established a; world speed record for 
seaplanes and won the high score in 
gunnery in the air-for the years 
1922-24. Lieutenant CuDDIHY “ per- 
sonified in the highest degree,” says 
a statement issued by the Navy De- 
partment, “all of the best qualities 
of the American naval officer.” The 
cause of the accident that cost him 
his life may not be determined, as 
the plane was completely wrecked. 
His failure to use the parachute is 
unaccountable except on the theory 
that he decided to stick to the ship 
in an attempt to recover control. 

There have been fatal accidents 
which the aeronautics. branch of 
the Department of Commerce, with 
the cooperation of the army and 
navy, could not explain. But a bulle- 
tin issued in October and dealing 
with commercial aviation brings out 
the fact that most of the accidents 
occur with pilots who have not = 
great many hours in the air to their 
credit. The percentage of accidents 
goes sharply down with greater ex- 
perience. It is stated that “there 
“were three times as many acci- 
“dents occurring to pilots in the 
“first fifty hours of flying as 
“in any other of the succeeding 
“fifty hours.” These figures are 
furnished: 

Although last year 70 per cent of 
all pilots licensed were transport 
pilots, less than 20 per cent of all 
accidents occurred to pilots of this 
grade. As a further example, out 
of a total of 161.pilots involved in 
fatal accidents. (in 1928) only nine 
‘were operating’ on scheduled: air-. 

Here is a significant fact: Out of 


mercial or the military service, is 
involved in, a fatal ‘accident, the 
cause is likely to be either a mistake’ 
of- judgment, unexpected and -uncor- 
rectable engine trouble, or a break 
in structure, such as the loss of a 
wing. 


_A WIDER FEDERATION. | 

The gift of a million dollars for 
charity in itself deserves a grateful 
word, but the object to which Mr. 
RALPH JONAS has contributed, that 
amount greatly enhances its value. 
It will bring into one united. effort 
all the Jewish. philanthropic. socie- 
ties of New York and Brooklyn and 
put at the command of the joint 
Federation a common fund from 
which distribution can be made 
without geographical question where 
the need is most urgent. The Brook- 
lyn Federation has riot as yet for- 
mally approved the merger, but it 
is so greatly to the advantage of 
that borough, from which ‘the gift 
by Mr. JONAS has come, that it may 
be looked upon as accomplished. 

This wider Federation illustrates 
anew the high sense of responsibility 
which this group of our citizens feel 
for the care of their sick and infirm, 
their orphans and their unfortu- 
nates of every sort. It carries to a 
higher degree of efficiency the excel- 
lent work of the two Federations, 
by the complete coordination and 
cooperation of work of like charac- 
ter within the whole city, by the 
elimination of duplication and by the 
extension of economies. The need 
has grown in Brooklyn out of pro- 
portion to the increase -in wealth, 
whereas: the ‘tendency has _ been 
rather in the other direction in Man- 
hattan. It is a greater burden that 
the: givers in the latter have ‘as- 
sumed, but Mr. JoNAS’s gift from 
the Brooklyn side has been a gener- 
ous and practicable contribution to- 
ward its equalization upon the shoul- 
ders of all. 

Beyond the value of this great 
benefaction within the city-wide 
group, it has another of wider im- 
port. It is another step toward co- 
ordination of all our welfare efforts. 
Whether we ever reach the theo- 
retical goal—which has become one 
of practical achievement in certain 
other communities—we ‘have here 
a hopeful record and promise- of 
progress. ‘ 
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FREQUENTERS OF MUSEUMS. 


When the Pennsylvania Museum 
of Art was opened a year and a half 
ago the authorities in charge deter- 
mined to learn from visitors if it 
was serving the purposes they had 
in mind. The director, Mr. FISKE 
KIMBALL, has gathered information 
covering the first twelve months 
which is highly encouraging, and 
which other museums should find 
helpful. One of the novel features 
of arrangement was the grouping of 
paintings and sculpture in rooms 
furnished in their own period. Some 
of these rooms were purchased en- 
tire from old Pennsylvania houses, 
from other States and from Eng- 
land. It was hoped that people 
would enjoy seeing art objects in 
the surroundings of their time, The 
directors believed, too, that the 
usual fatigue to eye and body 
would be alleviated if paintings 
were viewed, not in a row on a plain 
background of plaster or fabric, but 
in the natural grouping of a room. 

In fact, the historic period rooms 
scored heavily over all other ex- 
hibits. Nearly half of the million 
visitors liked these best. They prob- 
ably did not realize that the care 
exercised for their comfort in view- 
ing these rooms had some influence 
on their choice. Paintings ranked, 
second in favor. Those who liked 
them best were teachers, students. 
artists, buyers and sales people, doc- 
tors, lawyers, nurses, writers and 
factory workers. The period rooms 
were preferred above everything 
else by architects, engineers, office 
workers, farmers, bankers, business 
men and housewives. 

The museum has attracted a varied 
assortment of visitors. The authori- 
ties were pleased and a little sur- 
prised to discover. that about a 
fourth of them were engaged in 
business having nothing to do with 
art.’ The same proportion consisted 
of housewives. Nearly half the total 
number came from outside the Phila- 
delphia area, three-fourths of these 
coming from outside the State. One 
of the most interesting and promis- 
ing things learned was that for 
every person who came because he 
had read something about the mu- 
seum, two came because of word-of- 
mouth advertising. Visitors enjoy 
the exhibits so much that they re- 
member them and talk about them 
to their friends. 

———_——— 

Rerouting of traffic in Central 
Park aims to reduce the chances of 
accident and to expedite both north 
and south’ bound traffic. The prin- 
cipal through driveways are made 
one-way streets. The second objec- 
tive is sought by reversing the traf- 
fic along Central Park West, which 
is to become a one-way street north- 
bound; by routing all southbound 
traffic within. the. park down the 
western roadway, and by routing all 








there will be two main north and 
south arteries—the former paraillel- 
ing Fifth Avenue and the latter par- 
alleling Central Park. West—Fifth 
Avenue remains a two-way street, 
whereas Central.Park West becomes 
a one-way street for northbound 
traffic. Including Central Park 
West and Fifth Avenue, there are 
thus two. one-way northbound 
streets but only one one-way south- 
bound street, with one two-way 
street. 

_ Persons wishing to go from points 
east of Fifth Avenue to Fifty-ninth 
Street and Seventh or Eighth Ave- 
nue, who formerly. used the park 
roads, will find their route hence- 
forth more complicated. At 102d 
Street they may enter and -cross 


over to the West Drive, which is to 


carry the downtown traffic. At 
Seventy-ninth and Ninetieth Streets 
they may. enter only to go uptown. 
Owing to the omission of an arrow 
on the official maps it was first 
thought that Seventy-second Street 
could be entered only for northbound 
traffic. Later reports indicate that 
this is incorrect—that the park may 
be crossed in either direction at 
Seventy-second Street, and that 
downtown traffic may turn _ left 
either at the Centre Drive or the 
West Drive. It’ may not, however, 
leave the park at Columbus Circle, 
but must go instead to Seventh or 
Sixth Avenue. 

Commissioner WHALEN’ has an 
open mind with respect to traffic 
regulations. He modified his thea- 
tre district plans when experience 
showed that changes might be bene- 
ficial. It is to be expected, there- 
fore, that the new Central Park 
regulations are not to be-considered 
absolutely final. Should they prove 
in need of changes, the officials .of 
the Police Department will be quick 
to order them.

Labor. The trouble is the pledge 
made by Mr. Green to President 
Hoover that organized labor will help 
to stabilize economic conditions by 
refraining frgm demands for higher 
wages. This promise Mr. Muste 
describes as ‘‘a hideous betrayal of 
trust.” 

Between the American Federation 
of Labor and the radical elements 
there was until recently no love lost 
whatever. The outstanding feature 
of the A. F. of L. convention a year 
ago was the denunciation of Brook- 
wood Labor College, of which’ Mr. 
Musrte is the head, as a nest of Com- 
munist: propaganda. Financial aid 
to the institution was discontinued. 
The Brookwood authorities dis- 
claimed all Communist sympathies 
and averred that their only purpose 
was to inject a certain amount of 
‘‘pep’”’ into a labor movement gone 
stale. 

Events in the Southern mill region 
brought about something in the na- 
ture of a truce.. The action of the 
A. F. of L. in announcing a program 
of active unionization in the South 
actually won qualified approval from 
Mr. Muste. If the A. F. of L. re- 
frained from pussyfooting and showed 
the -true revolutionary temper, it 
might hope to enjoy the continued 
good-will of Mr. Muste and the con- 
ference for progressive labor action. 
But now comes Mr. Green’s surren- 
der to the profiteers and the specu- 
lators. and the fat is in the fire 
again.

Freshmen of 
both sexes were not so well informed 
as members of upper classes, yet 
were proportionately firmer in their 
judgment of candidates and issues. 

Intelligence tests previously given 
were used for further comparisons. 
The. more intelligent students rated 
higher on information, but as a 


whole they were just as fixed in their 


opinions as the less intelligent. Ap- 
parently, the more factual knowledge 
an undergraduate has, the greater is 
his uncertainty of opinion on it. This

The habit of borrowing a car 
in order to steal a ride has become 
SO common that the British Govern- 
ment is introducing a bill in Parlia- 
ment making such ‘borrowing’ a 
misdemeanor. 

At present there are no means of 
bringing to account a man who rides 
off in a car not his own if, when he 
is stopped, he declares that he had 
no intention of: stealing it but was 
simply using it as a loan. The new 
bill provides heavy penalties for 
such high-handed borrowing: from 
three to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment or a fine not to exceed $500, 0: 
both imprisonment and fine. 

The culprit is defined as any 
‘person who takes away from any 
place any motor vehicle without the 
consent of the owner.’’ A_ similar 
bill. previously introduced by’ a 
private member made an exception 
in favor of a wife borrowing her 
husband’s car, or vice versa, ‘‘unless 
such act was committed by a 
husband or a wife when deserting 
or about to desert the other.’”’ The 
objection has been made that such a 
p.ovision is ‘‘wanton interference 
with conjugal amenities.’’ 

Even in the pioneer days of auto. 
mobiles there was no such violent 
prejudice against the man who stole 
a car as there used to be against the 
man who stole a horse.. There was 
never any license to ‘‘borrow” a 
horse. The man who exacted such a 
forced loan was regarded as a horse 
thief, and the penalty, according: to 
the Vigilantes’ custom, was hanging. 
Perhaps the lesser animosity against 
the motor thief is due to the fact 
that a man who loses his car can 
generally take a trolley or a taxi, 
while a man who lost his horse had 
to walk. 
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The Hetch Hetchy Development. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the San Francisca Watcn- 
Tower article of Nov. 4, Mr. Forbes 
makes some erroneous statements 
about the Hetch Hetchy project. 

The city has a hydroelectric power 
plant at Priest, with a quarter- 
mile vertical drop, which yields the 
city $2,300,000 annually in revenue 
from 520,000,000 kilowatt hours of 
energy developed, which is trans- 
mitted through 98 miles of high 
pressure transmission line to the 
Pacific Gas and Electric system at 
Newark. This power is simply an 
adjunct to the water project, and 
the city is vigorously engaged in 
completing this water project by 
making its last 28.6 miles of tunnel 
through the hills from the San 
Joaquin Valley to the bay region 
near Irvington. The city is. par- 
ticularly proud of its water develop- 
ment so far, and is proceeding on a 
logical plan. 

I sympathize with your corre- 
spondent on the garbage discus- 
sion. San Francisco is not alon: 
in this problem, as nearly every city 
in the country makes a mess of it. 
The dirty beaches in New. Jersey 
compelled New York to stop dump- 
ing at sea and build about twenty 
incinerators. We have hopes of be- 
ing able to build one good one. 

You state the subject of the War 
Memorial controversy fairly. It is a 
pity that we have a democratic 
government instead of an autocratic 


one. The autocratic one was tried 
in Germany and failed. Democracy 
survives, and I trust San Francisco 
will survive and settle some of the 
anxious problems it is now con- 
fronted with.

In Tue New Yor« Tres article on 
the appraisal of the estate of the late 
Marcus Loew, theatrical magnate, in 
transfer tax proceedings, I note that 
the waterfront residence, Pem- 
broke, at Glen Cove, L. I., formerly 
the home of the late Captain Joseph 
De Lamar, is appraised at $450,000. 

In 1924 I sold this estate at auction 
and it was struck down for $681,000, 
which was about the amount of mort- 
gage encumbrances with interest 
and taxes. Since 1924 waterfront 
property on the north shore of Long 
Island has increased exceedingly in 


value, so that the sixty-five acres 
with large waterfrontege on the 
Sound comprising this estate, alonz 
with its m ficent residence and 
outbuildings, ought to be worth at 
least double what the State Transfer 
Tax Commissioner allowed the 
roperty to go in for in the proceed- 
ng to determine how much tax was 
due ‘the State of New York at the 
present time. 

It would be interesting to know 
who made the appraisal which Com- 
missioner Stephenson accepted.

Miss Marshall. Defends and Amplifies 
Her Former Statement. 
To the Editor of The New.York.Times: .. , 

The letter from Winifred Jackson 
in THe Times of Nov. 23 is very wel- 
come, as it gives“me an opportunity 
to correct a mistake. I have had in- 
timate association with girls ofall 
ages and wages for many years arid 
I have. known many. who live ‘both 
*“‘decently and honestly’? on $18 or 
less_a week, and I have honored 
them, for I knew them: well enough 
to realize their difficulties. I regret 
that the word ‘“honestly’’ should 
have slipped into my statement.. . 
‘It also gives me an opportunity: to 
show that. as living costs have 
mounted considerably during the 
years of which your correspondent 
writes they account for her ability 
to live within her low wage at the 
beginning of her business life. She 
began her experiences, she writes, in 
1911, and it was then possible to ob- 
tain room and board in a self-sup- 
porting house for girls in New York 
City for $3.50 a week—in a dormitory 
—where similar accommodations now 
cost $8.75 a week. We must, more- 
over, remember that your correspon: 
dent states that she “had at that 
time clothes enough to go on with’’— 
an important item. 

At the end of eleven years—1922— 
she states she was earning $15 a 
week, and at that period room and 
board could still be had in a self- 
supporting house for girls in New 
York City for $6 a week—two in a 
room—and while shoes and other im- 
portant clothing items had gone up 
in price, they were not so great a 
drain on income as they have now 
become. 

But there are not enough rooms in 
houses for girls in New York City to 
accommodate all who are ‘dependent 
solely upon themselves for support 
and they must therefore find rea- 
sonable rooms and either go out for 
their meals or cook them in their 
own rooms on a gas plate if they 
are to live on $18 a week or less. It 
is almost impossible to find a room 
that costs less than $7 a week, which 
is more than one-third of an $18-a- 
week income, and food must cost at 
least that or more, so there remains 
only $4 a week for all other expenses 


—carfare, clothing, doctor and den- 
tist bills—so the girl must,. perforce, 
face many anxious moments. 

We must also remember that the 
kind of clothing a girl wears depends 
upon the position she has or wants, 
for a. stenographer, office clerk or 
secretary must dress well—must put 
on a@ good appearance—if she wants 
to obtain a job and keep it, and she 
cannot at this date—1929—do that 
and live healthfully on $18 a week. 
even though she may have done so 
in 1911 and 1922.

' the Fashion Situation.

This is a true story regarding pres- 
ent-style dresses. 

My daughter. has been trying for 
the last three weeks to get a few 
dresses. After looking in various 
stores and: trying on garments, she 
found that they did not look well on 
her and tried other stores with the 
following results: 

At four different times she ordered 
from one to four dresses at various 
shops, had them charged and sent 
to her home for her husband to look 
at. As she looked like a freak in 
these dresses they were returned in 
each instance. She was finally com- 
pelled to buy goods by the yard, get 
a dressmaker and have her dresses 
made. Six of her friends had simi- 
lar experiences. 

Results to retailers: Ten hours’ 
waste of time of salespeople; expense 
in bookkeeping;. calling for the gar- 
ments; repressing them and putting 
them back in stock. 

It is not the fault of the retailers. 
It is the fault of manufacturers who 
are trying to force on the American 
women styles they do not care to 
wear. Ask a manufacturer how busi- 
ness is and he answers, slowly, that 
‘“‘business is fine.’’ Ask a retailer 


how the dress business is, and he 
with a sigh, says ‘‘fine.’’ The real 
truth is that they are both sick in 





mind and in pocketbook as the result 
of this fool attempt to make women 
wear what they do not want to wear. 

It happens that I am in the un- 
fortunate position of having eight 
stores and therefore I know the 
tribulations that retailers have in 
their dress departments. 

I also read that the 4,800 girls of 
Hunter College have rebelled against 
the new styles and I wonder if it 
would not be a splendid idea for 
manufacturers and retailers to get 
together, declare independence of 
Paris ideas and make goods for the 
American woman on American lines. 
It reminds me of the old saying, 
‘You may lead a horse to water, 
but you cannot make him drink.’’

Ricardo J. Alfaro, Minister of Pana- 
ma, who spoke on behalf of the dele= 
gates. 

Klein Would Expedite Trade. 

Dr. Klein declared that the sime 
plifying of custom house procedure 
‘is one of the most vitally necessary - 
steps at this particular stage in inter- 
Aperioen trade.”’ 

“Commerce in these days,” he 
added, “‘must move with greatly ace 
celerated speed if -it is to keep u 
with the new esee of industry, o 
advancing standards and of the gen- 
eral changing habits of thought and 
action throughout the world. And so 
it is that these necessary formalle 
ties should, in the interest of lubri- 
cating the wheels of trade, be. re- 
duced to an absolute minimum. This 
is the age of the airplane, the Diesel 
engine, of the instantaneous trans- 
mission of words and even pictures 
to the ‘uttermost corners of the 
globe through’ the magic of the 
radio.

“The New World in particular 
should set a standard in this respect 
because, of the relatively greater 
freedom from long-established, more 
or less rigidly settled practices in 
commercial communities in Europe.”

Dr. Alfaro declared that ‘‘com- 
merce is the material and fruitful 
tie that binds nations and civiliza- 
tions,” adding that ‘‘if the proposi- 
tions which we have had in view ne 
realized, the delegates may feel t 
satisfaction of having made a new 
contribution to the development of 
closer relations between the coun- 
tries of the continent.’’ 

This increasing commerce which is 
carried on for the benefit of all 
peoples, requires facilities in propor- 
tion with the rapidity of communica- 
tions, with the urgent necessities of 
those who buy, of those who sell, of - 
those who travel and of. those who 
transport. 

‘“‘To remove barriers, eliminate ob- 
stacles, abolish unnecessary restric- 
tions, simplify procedure and stand- 
ardize practices are the duties of 
every efficient and civilized govern- 
ment. All these promote the move- 
ment of merchandise and men, and 
in doing so favor the closer approxi- 
mation of our nations.”’ 


Regarded as an Achievement. 


Mr. Walker declared that ‘‘not @ 
single proposition was brought be 
fore the commission without some 
progress being made toward a solu- 
tion of the difficulties involved.” In 
a large proportion of these cases, 
he added, ‘‘it was possible to agree 
upon measures which will provide 
substantially complete remedies when 
they are made effective.” oe 

“I believe,” he continued, ‘‘‘that 
we may, without undue pride, re- 
gard this as a. noteworthy achieve- 
ment, and particularly so because 
it was accomplished in an atmos 
phere of friendliness and with a sine 
gleness of pore We hope ‘that 
we have compiled the results of our 
labors in a form which will enable

TRIBUTE TO AN ‘OLD FRIEND’ 

Curtls Adds Brief Words to the 

Ritual—-Body of Senator Starts 
for Wyoming.

WA N,.. Nov. . 26,—The 
President, the Cabinet, the Supreme 
Court, members of. Congress and of 
the Diplomatic Corps and a host of 
friends from ciyil life paid tribute to 
the late Senator Francis E. Warren 
of Wyoming at services in the Senate 
chamber this afternoon. 
There were no eulogies, only the 
rescribed ritual of the Protestant | 
piscopal Church, the officiating 
cler an being the Rev. Dr. Zebar- 
ney T. Phillips, rector of the Church 
of the Epiphany and chaplain of the 
Senate. 
Despite the fact that Senator War- 
fen’s death occurred when most 
members of Congress were out of 
Washington for a brief respite before 
the convening of the régular session, 
two-thirds of the Senate and not less 
than 200 of the House members 
ya a in the tribute to the man who 
ad served in the Senate longer than 
any one in American history. 
On the floor of the chamber beside 
the coffin were the widow, General 
ohn J. Pershing, a son-in-law; Fred- 
erick F. Warren, only son ‘of the 
Senator, and Warren Pershing, son 
of the General and of the Senator’s 
only daughter, who with her three 
baby girls. was burned to death ina 
fire at the Presidio of San. Fran- 
cisco fourteen years ago. 
President Hoover and his Cabinet 
had the front row of seats on the 
Democratic side of the aisle, while 
the Supreme Court, General Sum- 
merall, chief of staff of the army; 
Admiral Hughes, naval chief of op- 
erations, and General Neville, com- 
mander of the Marine Corps, had} 
honor seats on the Republican side. 


Aged Veterans Are There. 


In the executive gallery, among 
others, were Mrs. Hoover, Mrs. 
Gann, sister of Vice President Curtis, 
and Mrs. Longworth, wife of the 
Speaker of the House. Seated with 
the Senators. were two gray-haired 
men, both old. friends of Senator 
Warren, one a comrade in arms on 
the Union side. and the other a Con- 
federate veteran. 

The Union soldier was Major Gen. 
John L. Clem, retired, ‘‘the drum- 
mer boy of Shiloh.’’ The other was 
Major Charles Manly Stedman of 
Greensboro, N. C.. who was with Lee 
at Appomattox. Major Stedman. is{| 
now the only veteran of the Civil 
War in Congress. He looks like Lee 
and will be 89 years old in January. 
General Clem is 78. Major Stedman 
came in with Senator Overman, who 
was for years paired with Senator 
Warren. 

Also on tHe floor of the Senate was 
a group of six other Grand Army 
men, with Samuel Mawson, the dis- 
trict commander, in charge. Not one 
among them but had passed his 

, eightieth year. 
The coffin.was almost hidden with 
- floral tributes. .They -were.. from 
President and.Mrs, Hoover, the Sen- 
ator’s colleagues in the chamber. 
the Senate Committee on Appropria- 
tions, of which Mr. Warren was 
chairman; the House, the Supreme 
Court, and scores of persons in other 
walks of life. The coffin itself was 
covered with the American flag. 

Promptly at 2 o’clock Mrs. War- 
ren, on the arm of General Pershing, 
entered tne chamber. The Presi- 
dent, the members of Congress. ani 
the others stood as she proceeded to 
the chair beside her . husbani’s 
coffin. 

Vice President. Curtis presided. 

*‘We have gathered in tribute to a 
great and good man whose memory 
we all cherish,’ he said simply. 


Taken to Train After Service.

The youth confessed that 
he killed the woman on Oct. 24 when 
she awoke from a nap and found him 
stealing $3 from a money box in her 
bedroom at 300 West Seventeenth 
Street.

HUGUENOTS TO BUILD 
HALL OF -FAME HERE 


Plan $1 00,000 Shrine on Staten 
Island to House Memorials 
to Their. Famous Dead. 











Plans for raising $100,000 to build 
and equip a memorial hall near the 
Huguenot Memorial Church on Staten 
Island were outlined yesterday at a 
meeting of the Huguenot Society of 


America, 2 West Forty-fifth Street. 
The decision to build the hall was 
arrived at during a meeting held last 
February. 

Dr. Henry Delavan Frost, pastor 
of the Staten Island church, said 
that the architecture of the roposed 
memorial building will be similar to 
that of the church. The plans are 
the work of Ernest Flagg, descendant 
of a family of Huguenot settlers of 
South Carolina. 

The memorials will take the form 
of arches and windows, each devoted 
to a distinct group. There will be 
one for Presidents of the United 
States of Huguenot descent, one for 
artists, another for writers, one for 
educators. The- tentative plan’ calls 
for at least ten groups. 

Various Huguenots groups in differ- 
ent parts of the United States will 
contribute to the building fund, Dr. 
Frost said., They will be represented 
at the next meeting of the society in 
the New York’ headquarters on Jan. 
10. By that time a pamphlet con- 
taining full plans and alternative 
suggestions for the memorial’ build- 
ing will be ready. Dr. William J. 
Schieffelin, president of the society 
is chairman of the national commit- 
tee that will raise the funds.

WRANGLE IN COURT 
OVER AMSTER CASE 


Counsel Bicker Until Drawing 
of a New Complaint Against 
Miss Edwards Is Ordered. 








ERRORS IN ORIGINAL CITED 





Lawyer for Woman Charges At- 
tempt to Substitute 12-Page Paper 
to Attack Alleged Trust Compact. 





Hearing on the affidavit under 
which Olga N. Edwards is held as an 
extortionist of large sums of money 
from Nathan L.’ Amster developed 
into disagreement between counsel 
concerning the complaint. presented 
in Municipal Term Court yesterday. 
Magistrate Dreyer adjourned the pro- 
ceeding and ordered an acceptable 
complaint to be drawn. .at 2 P. M. to- 
day in West Side court. 

Discrepancies in the affidavit, the 
question of court jurisdiction and the 
manner of drawing the complaint 
presented yesterday combined to 
arouse the anger of Magistrate Drey- 
er, who asserted the prerogative of 
the District Attorney to examine the 
paper and objected to the general 
wrangling. He ruled that a new com- 
plaint, properly drawn by the clerk 
of the West Side court, be ready to- 
day and made it plain that the case 
would then be adjourned until next 
week to allow time for both sides to 
examine the paper. 

The first objection raised by Sidney 
S. Meyers, attorney for Miss Ed- 
wards, related to errors in Mr. Am- 
ster’s name and the address where 
Miss Edwards was arrested. Then 
an attempt to substitute a twelve- 
page complaint prepared by Max D. 
Steuer, Mr. Amster’s attornéy, 
brought further objections. Mr. 
Meyers contended that the paper con- 
tained irrelevant matter and that it 
should have been executed by the 
court complaint clerk. 

Magistrate Dreyer then directed 
that a formal complaint be drawn 
and signed by Mr. Amster, who was 
in court. After a short -recess it 
developed that A. L. Beenstock, rep- 
resenting Mr. Steuer, and Bernard 
Botein, the Assistant District Attor- 
ney, had taken issue on the matter 
to be included in the complaint. 

Mr. Meyers charged that the Steuer 
complaint was an attempt to cancel 
an alleged trust agreement between 
Miss Edwards and Mr. Amster and 
objected to the acceptance of the 
complaint when the Magistrate. sug- 
gested that the District Attorney be 
allowed to examine it and discard the 
extraneous matter. 

“The fact that Mr. Steuer is at- 
torney for a very rich man should 
make no diference,’”’ said Mr. Mey- 
ers. “It is the same as any other 
case and there is no reason for de- 
parture from the usual custom.”’ 

“T hear a lot of bargaining,’’ the 
Magistrate asserted, ‘‘and I have 
nothing to say about it. “I'll refer 
the matter back to the Fifty-fourth 
Street court and I want a.complaint 
tc be drawn in the clerk’s office.’’

“Of course, we are watching the 
situation in New York City with live- 
ly interest,’’ Mr. Meier said. ‘‘But 
the situation there and the efforts 
to remedy it are the affairs of the 
local city organization, and I cer- 
tainly will not presume to take a 
part in. the proposed reorganization 
unless .the assistance of the State 
committee is requested.’’ 


White House Keenly Interested. 


Nevertheless, it has been apparent 
for several days that the White 
House is thoroughly interested in the 
efforts now under way to build up 


the Republican organization in New 
York City and fs watching the prog- 
ress of manoe‘vres to this end with 
great interest. 

New York is looked upon as a key 
State and the administration is re- 
ported to be desirous of putting the 
Republican house in the State in

PARK SAFETY IS AIM 
QF ONE-WAY RULES 


No Intention to Make Express 
Motor Highways of the 
Drives, Hoyt Explains. 














'SEES PEDESTRIANS AIDED 





Deputy Commissioner Also Predicts 
Added Security for Autoists on. 
Narrow, Winding Roads. 





The new traffic regulations for 
Central Park and Columbus Circle, 
effective at 3 o’clock on Friday after- 
noon, establish one-way traffic on 
the east and west drives of Central 
Park with no idea of converting the 
drives into express motor highways, 
according to Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Philip D. Hoyt, in charge of 
traffic. Commissioner Hoyt explained 
yesterday, following inquiries from 


representatives of park. organiza- 
tions, that the new one-way regula- 
tions were designed to make the 
drives safer for both pedestrians and 
motorists. 

With the east drive given over to 
northbound traffic and the west 
drive to southbound traffic, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hoyt, those who visit Cen- 
tral Park on foot will find it safer 
to cross the drives than in the past 
with two-way traffic. x 

Similarly, the safety of motorists 
will be greatly increased by the one- 
way rule, according to Mr. Hoyt. He 
said that the roadways in Central 
Park had been laid out for slow-mov- 
ing, horse-drawn vehicles. As a re- 
sult they are narrow and present a 
great number of sharp curves. 

In all the length of Central, Park, 
according to Commissioner Hoyt. 
there is practically only one straight 
stretch of north and south drive, and 
that is on the east drive, from Sev- 
enty-fifth to Eighty-fifth Street. At 
thirty-two points the driveways con- 
verge. 

“The specific aims of the plan, as 
it concerns Central Park,’’ said Com- 
missioner Hoyt, ‘‘are set forth in the 
new traffic regulations as follows: 

“*The minimizing of traffic haz- 
ards.in Central Park, due chiefly to 
two-way traffic on the winding and 
narrow roadways. During the first 
ten months of 1929, 338 collisions of 
vehicles, sufficiently serious to be the 
subject of police report, have oc- 
curred in Central Park. During this 
period eight persons have been killed 
and 249 persons injured in vehicular 
accidents in the park. The one-way 
travel eliminates the risk of head-on 
collisions, reduces the source of 
danger to pedestrians to one direc- 
tion, permits vehicles to overtake 
others in safety, and does away with 
the turns which have snarled traffic 
at the roadway forks in the park.’”’ 

Aside from casualty statistics one 
of the most striking evidences that 
the Central Park drives were not 
designed for fast-moving motor 
traffic is to be found in the number 
of lamp-posts knocked down by au- 
tomobiles. Lamp-posts are bowled 
over almost daily, it was said, by 
motor cars, that swing out too far to 
the edges of the drives in making 
turns, and the replacement of the or- 
namental lamp posts at approximate- 
ly $60 each runs into thousands of 
dollars annually. 

Likewise motor cars leaving the 
roadways cn sharp turns plougs up 
thousands of square feet of lawns in 
Central Park and the cost of re- 
seeding and sodding also represents 
a considerable expense.

RESORTS TO BE CROWDED 





Mild Fall Lures Thousands to Beach 
and Mountains—Record Traffic 
Predicted. 





A record volume of travel to and 
from. New York City over the 
Thanksgiving holidays is ex- 
pected by the railroads serving Man- 
hattan, and they have made 
elaborate preparations to handle it, 
beginning this, afternoon, according 
to announcements of the railroads 
yesterday. 

While the railroads expect a 
record for Thanksgiving, they do nut 
think it will equal the _ record- 
breaking -Labor Day travel when 
between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 
passengers were carried in and out 
of the city by land, water and air 
lines in four days. 

Due to the mild weather that has 
prevailed all Fall Thanksgiving Day 
wili find tens of thousands of holiday 
makers bound for the seashore, a3 
the heavy reservations already mada 
for Pullman accommodations to 
Atlantic City and other seaside 
points indicate. 

The New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad is ready to 
transport other tens of thousands of 
New Yorkers eastward to celebrate 
what railroad officials called the 
‘‘yreat New England feast day,’’ and 
has scheduled sixty extra trains in 
addition to a regular full weekday 
schedule. The New Haven estimates 
that the inbound crowds, those 
coming from other cities and rural 
districts of New England to celebrate 
Thanksgiving in Manhattan, will be 
approximately of the same size as 
the crowds going out of town. So the 
extra trains outbound and inbound 
will be evenly divided. 


Peak Expected Late Today. 


The trainmaster, dispatchers and 
other operating officials expect the 
holiday exodus to reach rush pro- 
portions about 1 o’clock this after- 
noon and to continue with increasing 
volume until the peak is reached 
between 5 and 6 o’clock. 

In the Grand Central Terminal the 
New Haven, as well as the New 
York Central Lines will have ‘‘rusa 
t!:ket squads”’ in portable booths, as 
well as in the regular booths, on duty 
all day. 

The New York Central Railroad 
announced that it would run fifty 
extra trains both ways. The New 
York Central will run also additional 
Pullmans and coaches on regular 
trains. According to officials of that 
system, the’ peak is expected this 
afternoon, when twenty-five extra 
trains will be operated. Of these 
fifteen will be westbound and ten 
incoming. Big crowds going ont 
over the New York Central Lines 
will be bound for the Catskills and 
Adirondacks, according to officials 
of the line. 


Big Travel to the West. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad _ will 
run between eighty and ninety extra 
trains, in addition to its regular 
weekday schedule to handle an 
anticipated record volume of travel. 
Beside the throngs bound for sea- 
shore resorts of New Jersey, includ- 
ing Cape May, Atlantic City, Long 
Branch and Asbury Park, Penn- 
sylvania operating officials predicted 
last night that the movement of 
passengers to and from Philadelphia, 
Washington and the West would be 
equally heavy.

44 ACCUSED IN SCANDAL 
OVER JAPANESE BRIBES 


Four Railroad Companies Also 
Involved —W akatsaki Cleared 
of Complicity.

TOKIO, Nov. 26.—The Department 
of Justice issued tonight the particu- 
lars of five scandals under judicial 
investigation which had been excit- 
ing public comment. 

Phe scandals concern four private 
railroad companies and one small 
steamship company and their finan- 
cial relations with politicians whose 
votes and influence were sought, 
either for fresh concessions or for 
the purchase of their: properties by 
the State. 

A more serious scandal from the 
pubiic point of view is the case which 
was revealed early in September of 
the chief of the Decorations Bureau 
and several of his assistants, who are 
charged with receiving bribes in con- 
nection with the bestowal of honors. 

Forty-four rsons are. involved, 
including Heikichi Ogawa, former 
Minister of Railways, and several 
members of both the houses of Par- 
liament. Mr. Ogawa is accuséd of 
accepting a large sum from the four 
railroad companies, which, it is al- 
leged, he subsequently included in 
a bill for the purchase of various 
private railroads. 

The money was probably destined 
for the party chest, but loyalty. will 
oblige Mr. Ogawa to accept the guilt.

In Thanksgiving Address at 
Columbia He Urges Schools © 
to Stress Appreciation. 








ASKS WORSHIP OF BEAUTY 





Skepticism Leads to Discontent and 
Self-Pity, Head of Union 
Seminary Says. 





University life should not content 
itself with fostering a ‘‘talent for be- 
littlement,’’ but should also stimulate 
a sense of appreciation in its students 
and faculty, the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Sloane Coffin, president of Union 
Theological Seminary, told Columbia 
and Barnard students yesterday in 
his Thanksgiving Day address in St. 
Paul’s Chapel. Deans and officers of 


the university attended the services, 
at which Chaplain Raymond C. Knox 
presided. 

“Unquestionably the production of 
the critical spirit is one legitimate 
goal of education,’’ Dr. Coffin said. 
“Our training ought to render us 
skeptical of accepted opinions, dis- 
criminating in our attitude toward 
current standards of taste and of con- 
science, open-minded to welcome new 
and other views on:all subjects. 

“But an education which does not 
also stimulate our appreciations is 
tragically one-sided. A cultured 
mind not only appraises judiciously, 
but also delights in things true, just, 
lovely and honorable. The highest 
type of religion, which is a. whole- 
souled response to a God of truth, of 
beauty, and of redeeming love over 
and in this entire universe, is the 
wellspring of appreciativeness.’’ 

Intellectuals who ‘persist in their 
detached critical attitude toward the 
world inevitably come to feel sorry 
for themselves, Dr. Coffin continued. 
“They are in an unsatisfactory world 
where nobody and nothing is quite 
right,’’ he said. ‘‘How shall they 
sing their song in a strange land?”’ 

The speaker urged the students to 
develop intelligent enthusiasms and 
appreciations. Human life, he 
warned, becomes a ‘‘petty affair’ if 
one takes-a naturalistic view of exis- 
tence and thinks of mankind as no 
more than-the highest species of ani- 
mals, with no ‘‘heavenly kinship or 
eternal destiny.” 

“The appreciative man,’’ Dr. Cof- 
fin concluded, ‘“‘looks about and 
finds causes for thankfulness. His 
te.

WOMAN FINED 31,000 
IN JERSEY SHOOTING 


Judge Refuses to Jail Her for 
Assault on Postmaster in 
Row at Alloway. 








HE CRITICIZES OFFICIALS 





Manner of Arrest In Dispute Over 
Rumor That Family Had Negro 
Blood Held Partly to Blame.

SALEM, N. J., Nov. 26.—Mrs. Lil- 
lian Fleming, 29 years old, of Car- 
ney’s Point, was fined $1,000 today 
for shooting and slightly wounding 
Postmaster Joseph F. Collier of Allo- 
way last May. The shooting resulted 
from an argument over a rumor that 
a new family which had moved into 
Alloway had negro blood in its veins 
and took place during a fracas par- 
ticipated in by a large part of the 
town. 

The charge on which Mrs. Fleming 
was convicted last Friday was atro- 
cious assault and battery. Today she 
paid the fine immediately with a 
personal check. County Judge Henry 
Burt, who assessed it, refused to 
send her to jail, holding that the 
manner of her arrest had been partly 
to blame for the occurrence. 

On May 6 Mrs. Fleming was visit- 
ing her sister, Mrs. Emma Robinson, 
who, with her husband and two chil- 
dren, had recently moved to the 
small town, The town had been dis- 
turbed by a report that the Robin- 
sons had negroes among their an- 
cestors, which made them less than 
welcome in a town proud of its ‘'100 
per cent Americanism,’’ and boast- 
ing that ten years ago it had burned 
a load of hay which a negro tried 
to drive through it. 

On the Saturday evening preceding 
May 6, the day the Robinsons moved 
into their house, next door to the 
Town Hall, a crowd had gathered 
around’the place and had. thrown 
stones through the windows. One 
stone had a note attached warning 
Robinson that this was his ‘‘final 
notice’’ to leave. 

The Fife and Drum Corps met on 
the evening of the trouble to hold 
its weekly practice in the hall. Many 
of the town’s 150 residents were 
there. Following an exchange of re- 
marks between the women and per- 
sons henge the concert, Mrs. Flem- 
ne and Mrs. Robinson went to the 

all. 

. Postmaster Collier charged the wo- 
men with deliberately interfering 
with the concert. » Mrs. Fleming said 
she had protested that,the noise 
awakened her sister’s children.

JUDGE RELUCTANT TO ACT 





Counsel for Ex-Banking Head Says 
Courts May Require Four Months 
to Dispose of Case.

Frank H. Warder, former State 
Superintendent of Banking, who 
recently was sentenced to a term of 
from five to ten years in Sing Sing 
for accepting a $10,000 bribe, was 
released yesterday from the Tombs 
after furnishing $50,000 bail pending 
determination of his appeal from the 
conviction. He was found guilty by a 
jury of having taken $10,000 from the 
late Francesco M. Ferrari, president 
of the City Trust Com y, which 
failed in February wi a loss of 
more than $6,000,000. 

Warder, who was in the Tombs 
almost three weeks, was taken from 
his cell at noon to appear before 
Judge Morris Koenig of the Court of 
General Sessions. Judge Koenig was 
informed by James I. Cuff, counsel 
for Warder, that Supreme Court 
Justice Edward J. McGoldrick on 
Monday had granted a certificate of 
reasonable doubt and that counsel 
desired to have bail fixed. 

Assistant District Attorney Felix 
Benvenga sugpented that the bail 
should be not less than $50,000. Mr. 
Cuff said this was acceptable. 

At first Judge Koenig did not want 
to release Warder. He intimated 
that as another judge had acted in 
the case it perhaps would be well 
not to act. 

There was a brief discussion and 
Judge Koenig then named $50,000 as 
the bail. 

It required several minutes to sign 
the papers. As soon as this was ac- 
complished Mr. Warder and his at- 
torneys left the building. Mr. Cuff 
would not permit Mr. Warder to talk 
to reporters, but later in the day the 
lawyer said it probably would be 
four months before the courts dis- 
pose of the appeal. 

Mr. Warder, as he posed for a 
photograph in front of the Criminal 
Courts Building, appeared pale and 
haggard. He smiled wanly and 
seemed relieved when the photog- 
raphers finished taking pictures. 

Mr. Cuff declined to reveal where 
his client would spend the holidays. 
It was said, however, that Mr. Ward- 
er would live with friends for a 
time. 


OIL POURED IN STOVE, 
3 CHILDREN DIE IN FIRE 


Mother Accidentally Starts Fatal 
Phillipsburg Blaze—Seven 
of Family Escape.

PHILLIPSBURG, N. J., Nov. 26.— 
When Mrs. Tony Verenna tried to 
start a wood fire quickly in the 
kitchen stove this morning by pour- 
ing kerosene on it, she started a 
blaze which cost the lives of three 
of her children and destroyed her 


home and all the family’s posses- 
sions.. The three children, who were 
trapped in a rear bedroom and 
burned, were Clara,-13 years old; 
Charles, 8, and Mary, 6. Five other 
children escaped. 

The fatalities today make four 
deaths by fire in the family. In May, 
1928, Rosie, 9, during the absence 
of her mother, also tried to make a 
fire by pouring oil on the wood. 
Her clothing was ignited and she 
was burned to death. 

The father of the ere d 
to leave for work when Mrs. Verenna 
tried to build up the fire. The oil 
can exploded and the kitchen. was 
quickly a mass of flames. Access 
to the stairway was cut off. The 
father and the mother tried to 
arouse the children. In a room on 
the second floor, over the kitchen, 
four of the children slept. The old- 
est, Sadie, 18, who was to have been 
married Saturday, was aroused. She 
was blinded by smoke and, believing 
the three younger children had got 
out, reached a window and jumped 
from a porch roof. The other chil- 
dren apparently were overcome by 
smoke. Four children in the front 
room were awakened. They could 
not get down the stairway, but neigh- 
bors and firemen rescued them with 
ladders. Those escaping in this 
manner were Samuel, 17; Nicholas, 
15; Tony, 3, and Millie, 2. Several 
suffered ‘slight burns. 

The surviving members of the 
family were cared for at neighbors’ 
homes, and the Phillipsburg mak 
ter of the Red Cross immediately 
started work to provide clothing.

Transit Board and Untermyer 
Hold Two Discussions on 
Control Bill Changes. 














DELANEY ALSO TAKES PART 





Fullen Says Way Is Sought to Speed 
Program Under Favorable 
Financial Terms. 





The Transit Commission conferred 
twice yesterday with Samuel Unter- 
myer, its special counsel, on the ad- 
visability of including in the transit 
control bill to be introduced in the 
1930 Legislature provisions making 
possible the unification of rapid 
transit lines by acquisition of Inter- 
borough and B. M. T. securities and 
leaseholds without reference to phys- 
ical property valuations. <A third 
conference will be held on Monday. 
It will be followed by conferences 
in which the Board of Estimate and 
representatives of the B. M. T. will 
participate. : 

John H. Delaney, chairman of the 
Board of Transportation, took part 
in the first conference, held yester- 
day in the Ambassador Hotel. At 
tne close of the second conference, 
held in the Transit Commission’s 
offices, Chairman William G. Fullen 
declared that the commission was 
beginning a concentrated drive to get 
through the 1930 Legislature a meas- 
ure which would make possible a 
speedy unification under the most 
favorable financial terms. Yester- 
day’s conferences, he said, touched 


| upon proposed changes in the 1929 
| bill in a general way only and had 


resulted in no definite decision, 
Untermyer Offered Changes. 


The proposed changes in the tran- 
sit control bill were submitted by 
Mr. Untermyer. If adopted they 
would call for granting the Board of 
Transit Control set up by the bill the 
optional power to acquire securities 
and leaseholds of existing rapid 
transit lines without taking over the 
actual physical properties. In this 
manner the problem of physical valu- 
ations, concededly one of the great- 
est obstacles in the way of speedy 
unification, is sought to be avoided. 

The commission also discussed 
yesterday the form of resolution to 
be presented to the Board of Esti- 
mate for passage when the transit 
control bill and the Untermyer unifi- 
cation plan are endorsed by the 
municipal authorities. Both Mr. De- 
laney and Mr. Untermyer have pre- 
pared drafts, differing mainly in 
phraseology. They express approva: 
of the plan and the bill in principle. 
They express also the city’s reserva- 
tion of the right, provided in the 
State !aw, to pass upon the plan be- 
fore final adoption. The Board of 
Estimate may act upon the matter 
at the Dec. 5 meeting. Before that 
date both the bill and the form of 
resolution will be discussed at a joint 
conference with the Transit Com- 
mission. 


Lawmakers to Be Called In. 


Before the new transit control bill 
goes to Albany it will be’ discussed 
with Assemblyman Maurice Bloch 


and State Senator Bernard Downing, 
minority leaders, who are expected 
to sponsor the measure, as they did 
the bills of 1928 and 1929. 

The impression continued to spread 
in transit circles yesterday that any 
material changes in the form of the 
1929 bill would be opposed by the 
city authorities and by the B: M. T., 
which favored. the measure at Al- 
bany last Winter. While the pro- 

sed changes are aimed primarily at 

reaking down. Interborough resis- 
tance to participation in the unifica- 
tion plan, they are said to be broad 
enough to cause the B. M. T. some 
concern. The B. M. T. considers the 
matter of- valuations of utmost im- 
portance and looks askance at any 
move to keep’ them near bottom 
figures. The ultimate attitude of the 
Transit Commission and the city 
authorities toward the proposed 
changes will depend upon whether or 
not they feel that their incorpora- 
tion in the bill will tend to defeat its 
chance of passage.

“The amount provided for increas~ 
ing the pay of policemen and firemen 
offers the most graphic proof of the 
dishonesty of the budget,’’ Alderman 
Baldwin said. ‘‘Five million dollars is 
provided for this purpose. There are 
14,000 policemen and firemen whose 
salaries are to be raised. It will re- 
quire $7,000,000 to meet these raises. 

“For the coming year I say the 
city will spend not $564,000,000 but 
$650,000,000, or nearly $100,000,000 
more than the published budget total. 
There are $57,000,000°of miscellaneous 


items not in the budget total, prin- 
cipally the $40,000,000 received from 
the State for teachers’ salaries. It

$7,000,000 in special revenue bonds 
for the pay increase of policemen and 
firemen.

STUDENTS ON FLYING: 


Declares All Entering Aviation 
Should Learn to Operate 
Airplanes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 26.—All 
young men in aviation or contemplat- 
ing entering the aviation field should 
learn to fly, according to Colonel 
Charles A. Lindhergts in an interview 
published today by The Daily Prince- 
tonian, undergraduate daily. Colonel 
Lindergh was interviewed in New 
York by a reporter of the student 
publication when he expressed his 
views concerning the future of avia- 
tion and its possibilities for a youn 
man today. He also declared tha 
South America was one of the great- 
est fields for air service. 

“Because of South America espe- 
cially,” he said, ‘‘aviation will grow 
in importance as a means of trans- 
portes on, for there, where people still 
ravel largely by mule and river, air 
transportation does not receive the 
competition which it does in North 
America from other highly developed 
systems of transportation. 

“It is frequently possible, therefore, 
rot only to convert into a one-hour 
flight what otherwise would be a 
day’s journey or more but even to 
penetrate by planes territories acces- 
sible by no other mode of travel.”

suit to abolish free lighterage in the 
Port of New York and had accused 
it of a-breach of faith undcr the com- 
pact creating the Port of New York 
Authority. 

In his defense of New Jersey’s at-| 
titude, Mr. Hamilton said New York 
had persisted “in maintaining hope- 
lessly out-of-date and uneconomic 
port and dock conditions, which are 
rapidly driving business to other At- 
lantic ports.’’ The crux of the mat- 
ter, according to Mr. Hamiiton, lies 
in the fact that ‘‘the excessive cost 
of handling freight in New York 
Harbor has already’ driven 14 per 
cent of the total foreign commerce 
of the United-States from the port, 
since. formerly 56 per cent of the 
total was handled in New York, and 
this has fallen to 42 per cent.” 


Denies Breach of Faith. 


Answering the charge of breach of 
; faith, Mr. Hamilton said thet under 
the compact creating the Pert Au- 
| thority New Jersey ‘‘did not sur- 
| render its freedom of action nor join 
in creating a super-State.’’

the Manus tribe, learned their lan- 
guage, and has brought back to the 
museum a colk&ction to illustrate 
native crafts, arts and customs. Some 
of her observations she described 
yesterday at the museum. 

While business conditions in the 
antipodes are fundamentaliy sound, 
Dr. Mead. said,. dogs’ teeth, which 
are legal tender to the Manus tribe, 
have been losing value, because wily 
European traders have been dump- 
ing teeth from China and Turkey 
on the unsupported Manus market. 
Consequently the purchasing power 
of two canine teeth now is hardly 
more than what one good molar 
used to be. 

In trading with white men Louis- 
iana tobacco twist is the standard 
currency and generally passes from 
hand to hand until it becomes moldy, 
as it does quickly in these islands. 
Then its owner smokes it in his pipe 
or converts it into cigarettes by roll- 
ing it in newspaper. Although more 
delicate forms of. paper have been 
tried by the smokers of these tribes, 
they find no other aroma so appeal- 
ing as that of newsprint. For cur- 
rency these tribes also use ‘‘shell 
money’’—long strings strung with 
parts of shells—which are measured 
y. the fathom. 

Children of this tribe, Dr. Mead 
said, are just as alert as American 
children and more agile physically. 





Their most notable characteristic is 
their. adaptation to sea life. Th 
tribe lives in houses built on piles in 
the sea and some of these people 
rarely set foot on land. Each house 
is. isolated and neighborly visiting 
can be. carried on only by canoe. 
At 3 years of age these children 
are able to swim and to handle a 
thirty-foot canoe, Dr. Mead said. 
Falling through the wide spaced 
plank flooring of their homes has no 
terror for them, since they can stay 
in water indefinitely. e oidest 
members of this tribe can recall only 
one drowning, Dr. Mead expiained. 
This occurred when two children, 5 
and 3 years old, upset in a canoe. 
Opprobrium was visited on the older 
child for not saving his companion. 
The Manus tribe devotes itself to 
fishing and trading and is wholly 
dependent upon other tribes for s 7 
plies other than fish. So energe 
are they, however, that they have 
made themselves the most indepen- 
dent and prosperous tribe of the 
locality.

A significant fact in regard to acci- 
dents from handling objects and us- 
ing hand tools, Commissioner Perkins

idly than accidents as a whole. ‘‘This 
is particularly striking,’’ she said, 
‘‘because the use of machinery to re- 
place hand work is presumably in- 
creasing with each year.”’ 

By far the greatest number of. in- 
juries in this class were caused bv 
handling objects that were heavy or 
unwieldy in size or shape. 


REPORTS ANEMIA CURE 
BY EMBRYONIC LIVER 


Agricaltare Department Tells of 
Success in Two Apparently Hope- 
less Cases in Ohio. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (#).—Suc- 
cess in the treatment of aplastic 
anemia by the use of embryonic 
calves liver was revealed today by 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
report was made on authority of Dr. 


|R. P. Steddon, chief of the meat in- 
spection service which supplied the 
Ohio State University Hospital at 
Columbus, O., with such liver for 
use as a last chance to save the life 
of Harold Widdoes, aged twenty-two, 
a senior at Oberiein College, who 
was suffering from aplastic anemia. 

After the treatment the patient’s 
blood count mounted to 4,750,000 red 
corpuscles and the hemagiobin, or 
color, to 99 per cent of normal, Dr. 
Steddom recalled. from statements 
made by the parents. The patient 
was released from the hospital. 

“I wish to report,’’ the father of 
the patient wrote, ‘‘that your action 
has resulted in saving the life of our 
son and also that of a 17-year-old 
boy brought to the hospital fourteen 
months. ago. The embryonic . liver 
stopped the bleeding common in this 
form of anemia. Nothing. else 
seemed to have any effect.’’ 

Since March, 1929, such nationally 
known institutions as~ the Mayo 
Clinic at Rochester, Minn., have becn 
getting this form of liver from the 
Federal Meat Inspection Service, but 
the present report is the first. to indi- 
cate unqualified proof of medicinal 
properties,

erville in April, 1927. His blood con- 
tained less than a million red cor- 
pusles and doctors held little. hope 
for his recovery.

Later hospital physicians be- 
gan to administer’ embryonic liver. 

Clarence McAfee, aged 17, of Swift, 
Ohio, who was- -also-a-victim of the 
disease, received ‘the’ same_treat- 
ment. He was’ released | from the hos- 
pital two weeks . ago and.is now ap- 
parently in the:best:of -health. Wid- 
does, however, suffered .a setback, 
due to an attack of acute appendi- 
citis five weeks ago, but is recover- 


ing.

_ MUSIC 


By OLIN DOWNES. 
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Cortot and Thibaud Play. 


The public, ha ‘ng correctly antici- 
pated pleasures. ‘in »store, crowded 
Carnegie Hall to capacity when 
Alfred Cortot, pianist, and Jacques 
Thibaud, violinist, gave a sonata 
program of classic and modern com- 
positions, It is seldom that a violin- 
ist and a pianist, playing together, 
accomplish such beauty and homo- 
geneity of tone as these two artists, 
and it is just as seldom that an 
ensemble is a matter of spirit as well 
as letter, when precision and regard 
for the directions of the composer 
go hand in hand with flexibility and 
apparent impulsiveness and free- 
dom. Last night Messrs. Cortot and 
Thibaud played. into cach other's 
hands, with individual finish and 
mutual understanding which enabled 
each to complete the other’s thought. 
We have seldom heard Mr. Cortot 
play. with such beauty and variety of 
color in his tone, which he placed 
at the disposal of the composer and 
his colleague. '. Thibaud, barring 
an occasional tendency to inaccurate 
intonation, was the companion and 
equal of Mr. Cortot in his finished 
and delightful art. 

The sonatas were those of Brahms 
in A major, Mozart in G major. and 
the sonatas of Debussy and Franck. 
Brahms, whom so many play as if a 
classic and abstract style was the in- 
evitable concomitant of his music, 
had last night a lovely vernal poetry 
and lyricism that is the true expres- 
sion of the composer’s thought. Play- 
ing Mozart, Mr. Cortot opened the 
first movement proper with a senti- 
ment, spirit and beauty of concep- 
tion which made the statement of the 
theme unforgetable. This was only 
the beginning of succession of the 
most beautiful effects, quite differ- 
ent from those of the Brahms sonata 
and as unmistakably the true expres- 
sion of the composer. 

The Debussy sonata is less impor- 
tant music. It can be ranked among 
neither the great works of Debussy 
nor the best modern sonatas for 
two instruments, depending for its 
effect mainly upon the manner of 
performance. The sonata was pre- 
sented, in short, for what could be 
made of it, and it gave the audience 
pleasure. 

Messrs. Thibajd and Cortot should 
give these concerts oftener in this 
city. The audience last night filled 
the floor, stage and the uppermost 
seats in the gallery of Carnegie Hall. 
They sat and stood, and applauded 
whenever the opportunity came. The 


performances conveyed an intimacy | 


and subtlety of effect that survived 
all multiplications of 
and distances. 


Harold Triggs’s Recital. 


Harold Triggs, pianist, played yes- 
terday afternoon in Town Hall. He 
has a technic which is more than a 


machine for hitting notes, and a 
sense of style. In the finale of Bee- 
thoven’s ‘‘Apassionata’’ sonata and 
in other movements of the recital 
Mr. Triggs played with a communi- 
cative fire. Elsewhere, as in the 
group of old pieces which opened 
his program (‘‘Alman,’’ Robert John- 
son; arabande and Minuet, Pur- 
cell; ‘‘Beloved Jesu, We Are Here,”’ 
Bach-Cohen, and ‘‘Jesu, Joy of Man’s 
Desiring,’”” Bach-Hess), his playing 
was naturally cooler, more formal 
and contained in expression. Mr. 
Triggs may not have been wholly in 


the vein, for it was not till the lat- | 


ter part of his program that he 
warmed to his work, but he was al- 
ways the serious and accomplished 
artist. 


TO PLAY ROYAL SYMPHONY. 


Cincinnati Orchestra to Give Work 
by Frederick the Great.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 26—A 
symphony written by Frederick the 
Great, King of Prussia in the 
eighteenth century, will be presented

Saturday night. The composition is 
Frederick’s Symphony No. 3. It was 
brought to light in 1835 along with 
some 120 other pieces by the warrior 
king. 

Frederick is perhaps best known 
for the magnificent strategic skuiil 
he displayed in winning the Sevea 
Years’ War despite terrific odds. He 
also is known as a philosopher and 
mathematician. 

He passionately admired German 
music and despised that of Italy and 
France, which was the more remark- 
able considering his love for French 
literature. Among his best known 
compositions are the Hohenfriedberg 
March, “Sinfonia’”’ in Graun’s 
“Coriolano,’’ and a march in Less- 
ing’s play ‘‘Minna von Barnhelm.”’ 


CHARLES STRATTON HEARD. 


Tennessee Tenor Reveals a Light, 
Fluent Tone in Varied Program. 


Charles Stratton, tenor, of Tennes- 
gee, heard hitherto with leading or- 
chestras here and afield, and for the 
last three Summers as a soloist at 
the Stadium, gave his first New 
York recital last evening in Stein- 
way. Hall. Wholly trained in America, 
he presented songs of Spanish and 
Italian, German and French com- 
posers, as well as some final Eng- 
lish lyrics, assisted by Emil Polak 
at the piano. Mr. Stratton’s audience 
found him a pleasing singer of light, 
fluent tone in the intimate hall, 
equally at home in Joaquin Nin’s 
serious adaptations of some earlier 
Spaniards and in the lighter Latins 
with which he contrasted them. He 
gave to his German Lieder an ap- 
propriate variety of sentiment rather 
‘than of voice for these ‘“‘little 
dramas’”’ in song. Among the French 
he included a tenor air from Ra- 
baud’s ‘‘Marouf.”’

Troubadours gave their first 
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GERMAN DANCE PAIR 
IS WELCOMED BACK 


Harald Krentzberg and Yvonne 
Georgi Give Brilliant Program 
at Craig Theatre. 








The same atmosphere of heartiness 
that transformed La Argentina’s 
first concert of the season into a sort 
of home-coming was present at the 
Craig Theatre last night on the oc- 
casion of the return visit of Harald 
Kreutzberg and Yvonne Georgi. The 
two dancers from Germany’ have evi- 
dently established themselves as a 
regular part of the American dance 
scene, and a vivid and sparkling pro- 
gram served to render their position 
of security hereabouts impregnable. 

Mr. Kreutzberg continues to be the 
artist of munificent gifts who flashed 
across our vision two seasons ago. 
If his accomplishments are greater 
now, his spirit richer, his method 
more fluent, it is in the path of his 
previous promise. But it is a new 
Georgi who has returned with him 
this year. The austerity of her 
dancing has been colored with a fem- 
inine delicacy of disarming gracious- 
ness; there is lilt and lightness in 
her movement; her technique, always 
admirable, has acquired brilliance, 
and even her personal beauty is not- 
ably augmented. This circumstance 
constitutes perhaps the most note- 
worthy feature of an evening that 
had many points of high interest. 

Not the least of them was the first 
visit to this country of Friedrich 
Wilckens, pianist and composer, 
whose début last night presented him 
in both capacities. Indeed, except for 
the ‘‘Persian Song’’ which was 
danced as an encore, his composi- 
tions provided the musical back- 
ground for the entire program, not 
altogether to its advantage. His style 
of writing is dry and intellectual and 
makes considerably for a monotony 
which his pianistic manner does lit- 
tle to alleviate. Superficially, he was 
always excellently at one with the 
dancers, but in mood, especially in 
the lyrical numbers, this was not in- 
variably the case. . 

To sing!e out specific dances for 
comment necessitates first mention 
of Mr. Kreutzberg’s ‘‘Angel of An- 
nunciation,’’ a design built in large 
and simple legato movements with 
the broad warmth and dignity of the 
scriptural style which it visualizes so 
exquisitely. Here is a dance com- 
position, to say nothing of its per- 
formance, that ranks near the top 
of the modern répertoire. 

Miss Georgi’s tragic ‘‘Kassandra”’ 
and her airy ‘‘Waltz’’ constituted 
her finest individual contributions to 
the evening. The former is dramat- 
ically conceived and employs every 
1esource to build its mood of frenzy, 
not even neglecting the heavy fringe 
on the costume which echoes more 
than once the agitated movement of 
the dance. The ‘‘Waltz,’’ in spite 
of rather commonplace material, is 
captivating in its performance. The 
‘‘Mournful Dance’’ is also a creation 
of power and distinction. 

Of the dances performed together 
‘Bad Dreams’”’ stands out as a mod- 
ernistic piece of grotesquerie that 
attains its ends with complete and 
horrific success. 


MUSICAL ART QUARTET 
DELIGHTS AUDIENCE 


Opens Annaal Series of Four 


Concerts With Works by Kodaly 


and Brahms. 


The Musical Art Quartet opened its 
annual series of four concerts at the 
Town Hall last evening, greeted by a

lighted racks on the stage. The

Zoltan Kodaly’s string quartet, 
Op. 2, introduced the program of 
but two works, to each of which in 
turn there attached an _ individual 
interest and value. In Kodaly’s case, 
following a previous day’s perform- 
ance of a later opus by his own 
countrymen here, it was agreeable 
to observe how the Hungarian’s 
music of impulsive phrase and way- 
ward harmony was singularly clari- 
fied at the hands of young Ameri- 
cans. An applauded and pungent 
‘‘presto’”’ led to the variations on a 
hymnlike ‘‘allegretto. semplice,’’ for 
which the players were repeatedly 
recalled to bow. 

Of Brahms’s string quartet, never 
too often heard, the performance 
was similarly vivid in its more serene 
and sober way. The large audience 
followed the music throughout with 
attentive appreciation. 


MOTHER GOOSE STARTS 
CLASH AT COLUMBIA 


Prof. Moore of Teachers College 
Assails Miss Duggan for Urg- 
ing Ban on Rhymes. 





The academic serenity of Teachers 
College, Columbia University, was 
broken yesterday by a polite clash, 
with a few harsh words, over the 
fate of Mother Goose and all the 
rest of the nursery literature of tradi- 
tion. Replying to Miss Marie Dug- 
gan’s assertion that the ‘‘sentimen- 
tal’ in child literature must go, Pro- 
fessor Annie Moore produced what 
she believes is a balanced literary 
diet for children, including some of 
the maligned classics. 

“If there is anything I abhor,”’ she 
said, ‘‘it’s stories about children ac- 
complishing wonders by eating cereal 
and spinach.” This was in answer 
to Miss Duggan’s stand for a new 
type of fairy tale which teaches chil- 
ren to like what is good for them. 
Professor Jean Betzner of the chil- 
dren’s literature course backed Pro- 
fessor Moore, and Miss Alice Dal- 
gliesh, who teaches story-telling for 
young children, favored a ‘‘balanced 
ration” of fact and fancy.

“Salt Water’’ turns out to be affable 
comedy in what is known in the 
a a of criticism as the familiar 
vein. 

It is the familiar vein not merely 
because it is well known in the 
theatre, but because it is fairly inti- 
mate with the formal acrimonies of 
the American home. Hats, laundry, 
the butcher’s bill and mother-in-law 
are flung back and forth between the 
heads of the household until better 
things come along. Ultimately the 
household of John Horner of Snag 
Harbor, L. I., gets down to the basic 
business of buying the .local ferry. 
Horner’s life ambition is to sail in 
deep water for foreign ports. While 
he is negotiating for a_ suitable 
schooner, however, his wife takes 
the -somewhat whimsical liberty of 
using all his savings to buy the ferry. 
Horner is still in the middle heaven 
of buying a -schooner when the 
ferry crashes into its rotten dock 
and sinks, leaving its owner liable 
for considerable damage. When Hor- 
ner, whose laundry, incidentally, has 
been mislaid, and on an empty 
stomach, discovers that he owns the 
foundered ferry and its legal encum- 
brances, Mr. Jarrett has enough bad 
temper to keep his play going until 
the insurance money redeems_ the 
closing act. 

For the most part, these vaude- 
villes of fireside quibbling are an al- 
ternating series of jokes at the ex- 
pense of every one in the cast. There 
is no bigger joke than romance. The 
joke on Mrs. Horner is her love for 
her mutton-headed husband. Marion 
Potter cracks a joke at the expense 
of a confused lifesaver when she de- 
cides to marry him. Between Pansy 
Horner and the local fish dealer the 
joke is evenly distributed, for he is 
slightly stupid and she has the sharp 
tongue of the poisonous wise-crack- 
er. And to fatten the average Mr. 
Jarrett occasionally introduces a 
joke for its own explosive sake. 
‘You may have been bred in Ken- 
tucky,’”’ says the fishmonger, with 
an astonishing crackle of wit, ‘‘but 
you’re only a crumb around here.’’ 
For his second-act curtain Mr. Jar- 
rett interpolates one from the ‘‘you- 
would-make-trouble-for-me’’__genre. 
When the beflustered Mr. Craven 
speaks it, winking back the tears of 
comic pathos, it goes. 

In fact, the whole hugger-mugger 
goes for the same reason. Mr. 
Craven slides around in his shirt- 
sleeves, his hands in his pockets, 
and his pleasantly-lined face a suc- 
cession of false hopes and real dis- 
appointments. As his wife, Edythe 
Elliott is quite as amusing with her 
domestic perplexities and alarms. As 
the serpent-toothed sister, Patricia 
O’Hearn is pointedly sullen. There 
are good performances also by Una 
Merkel as the romantic maiden, 
Claude Cooper as a slow-witted local 
mariner, ames C. Lane as the 
roprietor of the fish store, and one 
delightful bit of apprehensive clown- 
ing by William Edmunds as the 
owner of a schooner who wants to 
listen to reason but rarely hears it. 

If it is not gratuitous slander to 
say so, comedies like ‘‘Salt Water’’ 
cannot be acted badly when they 
are well cast. This one is. It is 
not precisely fresh, but, at least it 
is good fun.

An audience that reminisced audi- 
ply until curtain time about a play 
now ten years vanished, entitled 
‘‘Kindling,’’ by Charles A. Kenyon, 
sat last night in the Eltinge Theatre 
before another play by Mr. Kenyon, 
“Top o’ the Hill,’”’ his first to reach 
Broadway in the decade he has given 
over to the writing of scenarios. An 
expatriate from the street to which 
he had offered ‘‘Kindling’’ and cer- 
tain lesser dramas, Mr. Kenyon 
came home from Hollywood last 
night with another play which, like 
many an earnest scenario and drama, 
struggled to make a handsome thing 
of its implausibility. 

Like many a scenario, too, ‘‘Top 
o’ the Hill’’ has its moments of dex- 
terous, almost deceptive, guile, as it 
calls upon you to follow the upward 
trail of Maisie Ryan, once of Rus- 
sian Rosie’s house on the side of 
Telegraph Hill, now Ann Lester, a 
$7,000-a-week lady of the films. You 
mect her as Ann Lester, when, gaz- 
ing down from her room in a stately 
hotel on the scenes ‘of her horrid 
past, she exults at her escape and 
contemplates marriage with a San 
Francisco scion. 

Though he is a pampered young 
man, obviously afflicted by his fam- 
ily, nothing more exciting than a 
conflict between a movie actress and 
the San Francisco social register is 
in sight until close to the end of 
Act I. Then a chambermaid in the 
hotel, a friend of Maisie’s in other 
days, appears, and Maisie Ryan’s 
ugly past raises what are undeniably 
its ugly features. 

Still Maisie Ryan persists in being

and to Sandy Dunn, an ex-bartender 
blandly become the darling of Golden 
Gate society, eight years after he had 
been Maisie Ryan’s man. For the 
threats of blackmail, which usually 
prevail in such cases, Mr. Kenyon 
substitutes Sandy Dunn’s awakened 
love for Maisie, refused by her now, 
representing as it does all. that is 
symbolized by the cornice of’ Russian 
Rosie’s old palace, just visible down 
the hillside. 

But if this 1s a variation, it Is a 
slight one, since ‘‘Top O’ the Hill’ 
returns to form again at the inevi- 
table climax, in which Billy Law- 
rence, although alleged to be a cai- 
low youth, maintains his love for 
her in one of those magnificent 
bursts of generosity that are bandied 
about in all similar melodramas. 
This, as well as everything else in 
Mr. Kenyon’s play, might have been 
a great deal more plausible could 
you have believed that Maisie Ryan 
ever thoughi—as she continually did 
—to hide her past successfully. And 
if this is a falsity that would ap- 
proach the ridiculous in cinematic 
form, it is even more glaring in 
the theatre, despite dialogue that is 
sometimes bright and flexible. 

Enticing you toward these convic- 
tions that are never possible is a 
generally finished performance by 
Katherine Wilson and a cast that in- 
cludes Lester Vail, Georgia Lee Hall, 
Claudia Morgan and Charles D. 
Brown. The latter is better than 
competent as the taut and restless 
Sandy Dunn, and Miss Hall’s play- 
ing as Dolly is hardy and sometimes 
robustly comic. But largely it is 
Miss Wilson who invigorates a jaded 
plot with dynamic force and unspent 
bitterness. The harder they all try, 
however, the more inclined you are 
to believe that it is all work and no

ing a British major into yielding up 
his uniform, piece by piece, forms an 
amusing scene. Lafer he practically 
wins the war, and in so doing dis- 
covers that the part of the enemy 
army directly opposite his scene of 
operations is composed of German 
acrobats. 

It is all very gay, very elaborate 
and quite easy to sit before, and 
those who were forced to depart rel- 
atively early by the exactions of 
their repertorial duties took their 
leave with regret. 

While the score, like certain other 
aspects of the production, makes no 
radical departure from the conven- 
tions, it manages to be unusually’ 
tuneful. Such numbers as ‘‘I’

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'RATE UP FOR FUNDS 


AT RESERVE BANK 


Now 4%, Against Recent Low 
of 114, as Holiday Money 
Demand Begins. 








MOST CREDIT UNCHANGED 





Call Loans Renew at 4!4% and 
Hold There All Day—Acceptance 
Dealers Widen Spread. 





An abrupt rise in the quotations 
for Federal Reserve funds yesterday 
brought the rate to 4 per cent com- 
pared with a recent low quotation 
of 1% per cent, and gave evidence 
that the pre-holiday demand for cur- 
rency was already making itself felt 
in the money market. Bankers ex- 
pect that in the neighborhood of 
$75,000,000 in currency will be de- 
manded for expenditures over the 
extended Thanksgiving week-end. A 
large increase in currency demand 
normally has the effect of pulling 
down bank reserves temporarily and 
this development was reflected in 
yesterday’s advance in the rate for 
Federal Reserve funds. 

Other sections of the money mar- 
ket showed little or no change. The 
official call money rate opened at 
4% per cent and held there all day. 
Outside the Stock Exchange, how- 
ever, a slight firming was noticeable, 
with a rate of 3% per cent generally 
quoted as compared with 3 per cent 
on recent days. At 4% per cent bid, 
5 per cent asked, time money was 
more active than recently. Dealers 
in bankers’ acceptances who had 
been quoting a rate one-eighth of i 
per cent below the official rate until 
Monday, yesterday widened the 
spread between bid and asked rates 
cn the shorter maturities to one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. The official 
rate is 4 per cent bid, 3% per cent 
asked. Some dealers yesterday were 
quoting a 4 per cent bid rate with 
an asking rate of 3% per cent. 

The normal rate for Federal Re- 
serve funds is at a level equal to 
the rediscount rate. Recently mem- 
ber banks in this district have been 
so far over in their reserves that 
Federal Reserve funds have gone 
begging. Yesterday’s advance in the 
rate to 4 per cent, while indicating 
a continued easy condition, showed 
that the banks have smaller surplus 
reserves than recently. 


HAIL JAPAN’S RETURN 
TO GOLD STANDARD 


Washington Officials Regard Jan. 
11 Move as Beneficial in Ad- 
justing Price Levels. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Japan 
will resume the gold standard on 
Jan. 11, 1930, after having operated 
on a paper standard for twelve years, 
according to reports to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce made public to- 
day. The imperial edict announcing 
the date for the removal of the gold 
embargo was signed on Wednesday. 

Accompanying the announcement 
the Finance Division of the depart- 
ment reported that credits of $25,- 
000,000 each have been arranged with 
New York and Londen bankers, to 
be drawn upon as required. 

“The Japanese Government un- 
doubtedly was influenced in its de- 
cision to remove the gold embargo 
by the fact that the 4 per cent ster- 
ling loan (second issue) falls due in 
1931,’’ the department said. ‘‘Of this 
loan, there was outstanding Sept. 30 
a total of $114,453,406. With the re- 
turn of a free gold basis, Japan will 
now be able to refund that lo&n on 
more favorable terms than would 
otherwise be the case.”’ 

In a review of the Japanese finan- 
cial situation, Herbert M. Bratter of 
the department’s Finance Division 
declared today that the cost of re- 
storing the yen to par ‘‘need not be 
underestimated,’’ and said that in 
order to meet the strain on exchange 
when speculators convert their hold- 
ings into gold on Jan. 11, the ar- 
rangement of $50,000,000 in credits 
was necessary. 

“But, regardless of the immediate 
cost to Japan, the stabilization of 
Japanese exchange will, in the long 
run, be highly beneficial,”’ his state- 
ment added. 

“Importers and exporters will be 
able to operate on a sounder basis 











2/ and can proceed with the confidence 


that wide exchange fluctuations will 
not as rgaer their profits. Again 
on a gold basis, Japan will find her- 
self on terms of monetary equality 
with the principal Western nations. 
“The most significant change to 
be looked for in Japan is the long- 
deferred adjustment of Japanese 
commodity prices to world levels. 
This inflation of prices has been a 
sore spot ever since 1919. The 1927 
ergy may not have eliminated it.

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NEON LIGHTS LITIGATION 


Claude Neon Lights, Inc., in the New York Supreme 
Court brought’ suit against Federal Electric Corttipany, 
George L. Johnson, and others, and applied for an injunc- 
tion restraining them: from consummating a contract by 
which Federal Electric Compatiy agréed to sell to Johnson 
its sign business including two-thitds of the capital stock 
of the Claude Neon Federal Company, a Delaware 
corporation, and stock in various other subsidiaries for 
$7,000,000. After a full hearing the injunction was denied, 
and the denial unanimously affirmed in the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court. 


In a counter claim, Johnson demanded judgment that 
Claude Neon Lights, Inc. has no right of any kind to re- 
| voke or cancel a perpetual license granted to use certain 
Neon patents in sixteen middle western states, for which 
license Claude Neon Lights, Inc. recéived one-third of the 
stock of the Claude Neon Federal Company. Claude Neon 
Lights, Inc. is now under injunction restraining it from as- 
serting or claiming that such license is in artywise invalid, 
revocable or subject to cancellation.

“Highway construction will equal 
and may exceed 1929. 

‘Municipal programs are being 
fully maintained. 

“Utilities are planning normal 
growth and expansion operations.

French Liné Official Says That Its

The proposal of the Port of New 
York authority to build four steel 
piers of 1,000 to 1,200 feet length in 


Jersey City will not solve the prob- 
lem of berthing large transatlantic 
liners in this port, it was said yester- 
day at the offices of the New York 
Board of Trade. A survey of sites 
suitable for piers to berth the liners 
of 1,000 feet or more which are now 
pleases by five steamship lines, is 

eing carried on by the board. The 
survey will proceed on the ground 
that the Jersey City piers will not be 
satisfactory to the ship lines, M. D. 
Griffith, general manager of the 
board declared yesterday. 

Jean Tillier, assistant manager of 
the French Line in this country, also 
expressed doubt yesterday that the 
Jersey City pliers would solve the 
problem. He said that his company 
will not leave Manhattan as long as 
any rival line remains there, and he 
said he believed he expressed the atti- 
tude of every Atlantic line entering 
New York. 

“The steamship lines which are 
manga larger liners,’’ said Mr. Til- 
ier, ‘‘realize that the piers of Man- 
hattan right now are not satisfactory 
and that new ones must be built. 
They realize that the problem be- 
comes more serious wih each passing 
day, as plans for the liners progress 
and nothing is done to provide berth- 
ing accommodations on Manhattan. 
However, that does not change the 
attitude of the lines toward the de- 
sirability of Manhattan. 

we may be that the Jersey Cit 
plete will be large enough to bert 

he ships which the lines propose to 
build, but I find the sentiment pre- 
vails among shipping men_ that 
Manhattan is first choice and no one 
will leave unless every one leaves, I 
doubt that every one will leave.”’ 

Mr. Griffith said the Board of 
Trade believed the plans of the Port 
Authority jointly with the City Com- 
mission of Jersey City would serve 
as a stimulus to Manhattan. 

“If far-sighted business men of 
New York,’’ he said, ‘‘realize that 
Jersey City is actually doing some- 
thing to add to its pier facilities they 
may be stirred to action here. If 
any part of the harbor, New York 
or New Jersey, builds up its facili- 
ties in the way Jersey City plans, 
the entire port will benefit. 

“T doubt, however, that these Jer- 
sey City piers are actually intended 
to serve the transatlantic passenger 
trade. They may be ideal berths for 
freight ships but.I doubt that the 
transatlantic steamship lines are 
willing at this time to go to New 
Jersey. The problem of providing 
piers for the passenger lines is not 
solved as far as the port of New 
York is concerned.” 

The general attitude in shipping 
circles conforms with the statéments 
of Mr. Tillier. Nona of the lines 
want to leave Manhattan. The North 
German Lloyd Line, which is without 
facilities on Manhattan, is berthing 
its new liner, Bremen in Brooklyn, 
awaiting a chance to get a place in 
Manhattan.

The report calis attention ‘+o 
the “appalling congestion’’ of the 
New York City market with re- 
sultant. labor disturbances, adding 
that this congestion, the presence of 
more than 1,£90, consumers in 
New Jersey within the metropolitan 
area and the reduced primary and 
secondary hauling charges which 
would result, are all strong reasons 
to establish the market. 


PRICES HOLD STEADY 
IN MACHINERY TRADE 





‘Normal Seasonal Declines Shown 


in Last Week — Outlook 
Bright for 1930. 


A steady level was maintained in 
the buying centres for machinery and 
machine tools during the past week, 
although the normal seasonal declines 
generally: expected at this time of 
year were in evidence in several sec- 
tions, according to the weekly report 
issued by The American Machinist. 

Prices were reported unchanged 
during the week and deliveries were 
said, to be improving. The demand 
for used tools was slightly less. 
There is expected to be little change 
in the present status of the machin- 
ery and machine tool industries until 
the larger companies open their 1930 
budgets.

TARIFF APPROVED 
BY SHIPPING BOARD 


Calmar and United States Lines 
Make Through Bill Deal From 
Racific to Earope. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The 
Shipping Board today approved an 
agreement between the Calmar 
Steamship Corporation and the 
United States Lines Operations, Inc. 
(the United States Lines and Ameri- 
can. Merchant Lines), covering 
through , shipments from Pacific 
Coast ports of call of Calmar to 
London, Southampton, Hamburg and 
Bremen. 

Through rates are to be based on 
direct line rates and are to be appor- 
tioned equally between the lines, 
each of which is to assume 50 per 
cent of:the cost of transhipment at 
New York. 

Other agreements approved by the 
board were as follows: 

NEW YORK AND PORTO RICO STEAM- 
SHIP COMPANY with CALMAR STEAM- 
SHIP ‘CORPORATION — Through billing 
covering shivments of rice from Pacific 
coast ports to Porto Rico via New York, 
rates tu be based on direct line tariff and 
apportioned, 55 per cent to Calmar and 
45 per cent to New York and Porto Rico, 
cost of transshipment to be similarly appor- 
tioned.

North German Lioyd Will Increase

BREMEN, Germany, Nov. 26 (#).— 

The North German Lloyd Line has 
decided to expand its freight service 
after January, 1930, by increasing the 
number of sailings and the freight 
capacity of ships.

HAILED BY LEADERS 











Consolidation. ts Expected to 
‘Bring Extension of Jewish 
Charity Work in City. 





WIDER APPEAL PROPOSED 





Nathan Jonas Engaged in Raising 
$1,000,000 to Help Finance 
the Amalgamation. 





Plans for the intensification and ex- 
tension of Jewish charitable work 
throughout the city and the organiza- 
tion of an all-inclusive fund sup- 
ported by all coreligionists were dis- 
cussed yesterday’ by leaders who 
hailed with satisfaction the impend- 
ing merger of the New York Federa- 
tion for the Support of Jewish Phil- 
anthropic Societies with the Brook- 
lyn.Federation of Jewish Charities. 
Dudley D, Sicher, president of the 
New York Federation since Jan. l, 
1929, declared that it would be the 
purpose of the merged groups to 
“give an opportunity to all Jews to 
share in the work of federation.”’ 
‘‘We want to make a wider appeal, 
he said. 


Sccks to Improve Work. 


Another aim is to improve charity 
work in all parts of the city. Solo- 
mon Lowenstein, executive director 
of the New York organization, said 
that the Jews requiring the. service 
of the community ‘‘are entitled to 
the same consideration no matter 
where they live, always subjcct to 
financial limitations and with due 
regard to the maintenance of stand- 
ards already in existence.”’ 

Another view was that the merger 
would result in an effort to organize 
unaffiliated societies in the five bor- 
coughs.
